By the Bishops, the Clergy, and the Laity of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, in Convention, this 16th day 
of October, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and 


eighty-nine. 


Tuis Convention having, in 
their present session, set furth 4 
Book of Common Prayer, and Ad- 
ministration of the Sacraments, and 
other Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Church, do hereby establish the 
said Book: And they declare it to 


be the Liturgy of this Church: 


And require that it be received as 
such by all the members of the 
same: And this Book shall be in 
use from and after the First day 
of October, in the Year of our 
Lord one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety.

PREFACE. 


T is a moct invaluable part of 
that blessed liberty wherewith 
Curisrhath made us free, that in 
his worship, different forms and 
usages may without offence be 
allowed, provided the substance 
of the Faith be kept entire; and 
that, in every Church, what can- 
not be clearly determined to be- 
long to Doctrine, must be referred 
to Discipline; and therefore, by 
common consent and authority, 
may be altered, abridged, en- 
larged, amended, or otherwise 
disposed of, as may seem miost 
convenient for the edification of 
the people, “‘according to the 
various exigencies of times and 
occasions,’’ 

The Church of England, to 
which the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in these States is indebt- 
ed, under Gop, for her first foun- 
dation and a long continuance of 
nursing care and protection, hath, 
in the Preface of her Book of 
Common Prayer, laid it down as a 
rule, that ‘The particular forms 
of Divine Worship, and the Rites 
and Ceremonies appointed to be 
used therein, being things in their 
own nature indifferent and alter- 
able, and so acknowledged, it is 
but reasonable that upon weighty 
and important considerations, ac- 
cording to the various exigencies 
of times and occasions, such 
changes and alterations should 
be made therein, as to those who 
are in places cf authority should, 
from time to time, seem either 
necessary or expedient.”’ 

The same Church hath not only 
in her Preface, but likewise in her 
Articles and Homilies, declared 
the necessity and expediency of 
occasional alterations and amend- 
ments in her Forms of Public 
Worship; and we find accord- 
ingiy, that, seeking to “keep the 
happy méan between too much

stiffness in refusing, and too much 
easiness in admitting variations 
in things once advisedly establish- 
ed, she hath, in the reign of seve- 
ral Princes, since the “first. com- 
piling of her Liturgy in the time 
of Edward the Sixth, upon just 
and weighty considerations her 
thereunto moving, yielded to 
make such alterations in some 
particulars, as in their respective 
times were thought convenient ; 
yet so as that the main body and 
essentia) parts of the same (as 
well in the chiefest materials, as 
in the frame and order thereof) 
have still been continued firm 
and unshaken.’’ 

Her general aim in these dif- 
ferent reviews and alterations 
hath been, as she further declares 
in her said Preface, ‘‘to do that 
which, according to her best un- 
derstanding, might most tend to 
the preservation of peace and 
unity in the Church; the pro- 
curing of reverence, and the ex- 
citing of piety and devotion in 
the worship of Gop; and, finally, 
the cutting off occasion, from 
them that seek occasion, of cavil 
or quarrel against her Liturgy.’” 
And although, according to her 
judgment, there be not “any 
thing in it contrary to the Word 
of Gop, or to sound doctrine, or 
which a godly man may not with 
a good conscience use and submit 
unto, or which is not fairly de- 
fensible, if allowed such just and 
favourable construction as in 
common equity ought to be al- 
lowed to all human writings ;”’ 
yet upon the principles already 


laid down, it cannot but be sup- 


posed that further alterations 
would in time be found expedient. 
Accordingly, a commission for a 
review was issued in the year 
1689: but this great and good 
work miscarried at that tine;

and the Civil Authority has not 
since thought proper to revive it 
by any new commission. 

But when in the course of Di- 
vine Providence, these American 
States became independent with 
respect to civil government, their 
ecclesiastical independence was 
necessarily included; and the 
different religious denominations 
of Christians in these States were 
left at full and equal liberty to 
model and organize their respect- 
ive Churches, and forms of wor- 
ship, and discipline, in such 
manner as they might judge most 
convenient for their future pros- 


perity; consistently with the 
constitution and laws of their 
country. 


The attention of this Church 
was in the first place drawn to 
those alterations in the Liturgy 
which became necessary in the 
prayers for our Civil Rulers, in 
consequence of the Revolution. 
And the principal care herein 
was to make them confurmable 
to what ought to be the proper 
end of all such prayers, namely, 
that “Rulers may have grace, 
wisdom, and understanding to 
execute justice, and to maintain 
truth ;”? and that the people “ may 
lead quiet and peaceable lives, 
in all godliness and honesty.”’ 

But while these alterations 
were in review before the Con- 
vention, they could not but, with 
gratitude to Gop, embrace the 
happy occasion which was offered 


to them (uninfluenced and un- 
restrained by any worldly author- 
ity whatsoever) to take a further 
review of the Public Service, 
and to establish such other alter- 
ations and amendments therein 
as might be deemed expedient. 

It seems unnecessary to enu- 
merate all the different altera- 
tions and amendments. They 
will appear, and it is to be hoped, 
the reasons of them also, upon 
a comparison of this with the 
Book of Common Prayer of the 
Church of England. In which it 
will also appear that this Church 
is far from intending to depart 
from the Church of England in 
any essential point of doctrine, 
discipline, or worship; or further 
than local circumstances require. 

And now, this important work 
being brought to a conclusion, it 
is hoped the whole will be re- 
ceived and examined by every 
true member of our Church, and 
every sincere Christian, with a 
meek, candid, and charitable 
frame of minds; without preju- 
dice or prepossessions ; seriously 
considering what Christianity is, 
and what the truths of the Gos- 
pel are; and earnestly beseech- 
ing Almighty Gop to accompany 
with his blessing every endea- 
vour for promulgating them to 
mankind, im the clearest, plain- 
est, most affucting and majestic 
manner, for the sake of Jxsus 
Curist, our blessed Lord and 
Saviour.

THE ORDER HOW THE PSALTER IS 
APPOINTED TO BE READ. 


Hi Psauter shall be read 
through once every month, 

as it is there appointed, both for 
Morning and Evening Prayer. 
But in February it shall be read 


twenty-ninth day of the month. 

And whereas January, March, 
May, July, August, October, and 
December, have one-and-thirty 
days apiece; it is ordered, that 
the same Psalms shall be read 
the last day of the said months 
which were read the day before ; 
so that the Psalter may begin 
again the first day of the next 
month ensuing. 

And whereas the 119th Psalm 
is divided into twenty-two Por- 
tions, and is over-long to be read 


at one time; it is so ordered, that 
at one time shall not be read 
above four or five of the said 
Portions. 

The Minister, instead of read- 
ing from the Psalter as divided 
for Daily Morning and Evening 
Prayer, may read one of the Se- 
lections set out by this Church. 

And, on Days of Fasting and 
Thanksgiving, appointed either 
by the Civil or by the Ecclesias- 
tical Authority, the Minister may 
appoint such Psalms as he shall 
think fit in his discretion, unless 
any shall have been appointed by 
the Ecclesiastical Authority, in a 
Service set out for the Occasion 3 
which, in that case, shall be used, 
and no other.

And to know what Lessons 
shall be read every day, lock for 
the day of the month in the Ca- 
lendar following, and there ye 
shall find the Chapters that shall 
be read for the Lessons, both at 
Morning and Evening Prayer; 
except only the Moveable Feasts, 
which are not in the Calendar; 
and the Immoveable, where there

Tue Episrire. Heb. ix. 16. 


HERE a testament is, there must also of 
necessity be the death of the testator. 

Fora testament is of force after men are dead; 
otherwise it is of no strength at all whilst the 
testator liveth. Whereupon neither the first 
testament was dedicated without blood. For 
when Moses had spoken every precept to all the 
people according to the Law, he took the blood 
of calves and of goats, with water, and scarlet 
wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled both the book 
and all the people, saying, This is the blood 
of the testament which God hath enjoined unto | 
you.. Moreover, he sprinkled likewise with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all the vessels 
of the ministry. And almost all things are by 
the Law purged with blood ; and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission. It was therefore 
necessary that the patterns of things in the | 
heavens should be purified with these; but the 
heayenly things themselves with better sacrifices 
than these. For Christ is not entered into the | 
holy places made with hands, which are _ 
figures of the true; but into heaven itself, now 
| to appear in the presence of God for us. Nor | 
: yet that he should offer himself often, as the |

high priest entereth into the Holy Place every | 
year with blood of others; (for then must he 
often have suffered since the foundation of the 
world ;) but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away sin by the sacri- 
fice of himself. And as it is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the judgment: 
so Christ was once offered to bear the sins of 
many ; and unto them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time without sin unto salva- 
tion.

von the feast of unleavened bread drew 

nigh, which is called the Passover. And 
the chief priests and scribes sought how they 
might kill him; for they feared the people. ‘Then 
entered Satan into Judas surnamed Iscariot, 
being of the number of the twelve. And he 
went his way, and communed with the chief 
priests and captains, how he might betray him 
unto them. And they were glad, and covenanted 
to give him money. And he promised, and 
sought opportunity to betray him unto them in 
the absence of the multitude. ‘Then came the 
day of unleavened bread, when the passover 
must be killed. And he sent Peter and John, 
saying, Go, and prepare us the passover, that 
we may eat. And they said unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we prepare? And he said unto 
them, Behold, when ye are entered into the city, 
there shall a man meet you, bearing a pitcher 
of water; follow him into the house where he 
entereth in. And ye shall say unto the good man 
of the house, The master saith unto thee, Where 
is the guest-chamber, where I shall eat the 
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; passover with my disciples? And he shall 
show you a large upper room furnished: there 
make ready. And they went, and found as he 
had said unto them: and they made ready the 
passover. And when the hour was’ come, he 
sat down, and the twelve apostles with him. 
And he said unto them, With desire I have 
desired to eat this passover with you before I 
suffer. For I say unto you, I will not any more 
eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the Kingdom 
of God. And he took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and said, ‘Take this, and divide it among 
yourselves. For I say unto you, I will not 
drink of the fruit of the vine, until the Kingdom 
of God shall come. And he took bread, and 
gave thanks, and brake it, and gave unto them, 

| saying, ‘This is my body, which is given for 
you: this do in remembrance of me. Likewise 
also the cup after supper, saying, This cup is the 
new testament m my blood, which is shed for 
you. But behold, the hand of him that betrayeth 
me is with me on the table. And truly the Son 
of Man goeth as it was determined; but wo 
unto that man by whom he is betrayed! And 
' they began to inquire among themselves, which 
of' them it was that should do this thing. And 
there was also a strife among them, which of 
them should be accounted the greatest. And 
he said unto them, The kings of the Gentiles 
exercise lordship over them: and they that 
exercise authority upon them are called benefac- 
tors. But ye shall not be so: but he that is 
greatest among you, let him be as the younger ; 
| and he that is chief, as he that doth serve. For 
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he that serveth? Is not he that sitteth at meat? 


; But I am among you as he that serveth. Ye 
are they which have continued with me in my 
temptations. And I appoint unto youa kingdom, 
as my Father hath appointed unto me; that ye 
may eat and drink at my table in my kingdom, 
and sit on thrones, judging the twelve tribes of 
Israel. And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, 
behold, Satan hath desired to have you, that he | 
may sift you as wheat: but I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not; and when thou art 
converted, strengthen thy brethren. And he 
said unto him, Lord, I am ready to go with thee, 
both into prison, and to death. And he said, 
I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow this 
day, before that thou shalt thrice deny that thou 
knowest me. And he said unto them, When 
I sent you without purse, and scrip, and shoes, 
lacked ye any thing? And they said, Nothing. 
Then said he unto them, But now,he that hath 
a purse, let him take it, and likewise his scrip : 
and he that hath no sword, let him sell his 
garment, and buy one. For I say unto you, 
that this that is written must yet be accomplished 
in me, And he was reckoned among the trans- 
gressors: for the things concerning me have an 
end. And they said, Lord, behold, here are 
two swords. And he said. unto ‘them, It is 
enough. And he came out, and. went, as he 
was wont, to the Mount of Olives; and _ his 
disciples also followed him. And when he was 
at the place, he said unto them, Pray that ye 
enter not into temptation. And he was with- 
drawn from them about a stone’s cast, and 
kneeled down, and prayed, saying, Father, if 
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thou be willing, remove this cup from me: 
nevertheless, not my will, but thine, be done. 
And there appeared an angel unto him from 
heaven, strengthening him. And being in an 
agony, he prayed more earnestly ; and his sweat 
was as it were great drops of blood falling down 
to the ground. And when he rose up from 
prayer, and was come to his disciples, he found 
them sleeping for sorrow, and said unto them, 
Why sleep ye? rise and pray, lest ye enter into 
temptation. And while he yet spake, behold 
a multitude, and he that was called Judas, 
one of the twelve, went before them, and drew 
near unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus said 
unto him, Judas, betrayest thou the Son of Man 
with a kiss? When they which were about 
him saw what would follow, they said unto him, 
Lord, shall we smite with the sword? and one 
of them smote the servant of the high priest, 
and cut off his right ear. And Jesus answered 
and said, Suffer ye thus far. And he touched 
his ear, and healed him. Then Jesus said unto 
: the’ chief priests, and captains of the temple, 
and the elders which were come to him, Be ye 
come out as against a thief, with swords and 
staves? When I was daily with you in the 
temple,ye stretched forth no hands against. me: 
but this is your hour, and the power of darkness. 
Then took they him, and led him, and brought 
him into the high priest’s house. And Peter 
followed afar off. And when they had kindled 
a fire in the midst of the hall, and were set 
down together, Peter sat down among them. 
But a certain maid beheld him as he sat by 
the fire, and earnestly looked upon him, and! 
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said, This man was also with him. And he 
denied him, saying, Woman, I know him not. 
And after a little while another saw him, and 
said, Thou art also of them. And Peter said, 
Man, I am not. And about the space of one 
hour after, another confidently affirmed, saying, 
Of a truth, this fellow also was with him; for 
he is a Galilean. And Peter said, Man, I know 
not what thou sayest. And immediately, while 
he yet spake, the cock crew. And the Lord 
turned, and looked upon Peter. And Peter 
remembered the word of the Lord, how he had 
said unto him, Before the cock crow, thou shalt 
deny me thrice. And Peter went out, and 
wept bitterly. And the men that held Jesus 
mocked him, and smote him. And when they 
had blindfolded him, they struck him on the 
face, and asked him, saying, Prophesy, who is 
it that smote thee? And many other things 
blasphemously spake they against. him. And 
as soon as it was day, the elders of the people, 
and the chief priests, and the scribes came 
together, and led him into their council, saying, 
Art thou the Christ? tell us. And he said 
unto them, If I tell you, ye wall not. believe: 
and if I also ask you, ye will not answer me, 
nor let me go. Hereafter shall the Son of Man sit 
on the night hand of the power of God. Then 
said they all, Art thou then the Son of God? 
And he said unto them, Ye say,that Lam. And 
they said, What need we any further witness? 
for we ourselves have heard of his own mouth. 
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Tap Epistir. 1 Cor. xi. 17. 

N this that I declare unto you, I praise you 
not, that ye come together not for the 
better, but for the worse. For first of all, when 
ye come together in the church, I hear that 
there be divisions among you; and I partly 
believe it. For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are approved may 
be made manifest among you. When ye come 
together therefore into one place, this is not to 
eat the Lord’s Supper. or in eating every one 
taketh before other his own supper; and one is 
hungry, and another is drunken. What! have 
ye not houses to eat and to drink in? or 
despise ye the church of God, and shame them 
that have not?) What shall I say to you? shall 
I praise you in this? I praise you not. For I 
have received of the Lord that which also I 
delivered unto you, That the Lord Jesus, the 
same night in which he was betrayed, took 
bread :and when he had given thanks, he brake 
it, and said, Take, eat; this is my body, which 
is broken for you: this do m remembrance of 
me. After the same manner also he took the 
cup, when he had supped, saying, This cup is 
the new testament in my blood: this do ye, as 


oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of me. For | 


as often as ye eat this bread, and drink this 
cup, ye do show the Lord’s death till he come. 
Wherefore, whosoever shall eat this bread, and 
| drink this cup of the Lord, unworthily, shall be 
| guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. But 
) let a man examine himself, and so let him eat 
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of that bread, and drink of that cup. For ine 
that eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himself, not discerning 
the Lord’s body. For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, and many sleep. 
For if we would judge ourselves, we should not 
be judged. But when we are judged, we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we should not be 
condemned with the world. Wherefore, my 
brethren, when ye come together to eat, tarry 
one for another. And if any man hunger, let 
him eat at home; that ye come not together 
unto condemnation. And the rest will I set in 
order when I come. 


Tue Gospez. St. Luke xxi. 1. 


HE whole multitude of them arose, and led | 
him unto Pilate. And they began to 
accuse him, saying, We found this fellow per- 
verting the nation, and forbidding to give 
tribute to Cesar, saying that he himself is 
Christ aking. And Pilate asked him, saying, 
Art thou the King of the Jews? And he 
answered him, and said, Thou sayest it. Then 
said Pilate to the chief priests and to the people, 
I find no fault in this man. And they were the 
more fierce, saying, he stirreth up the people, 
teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning from 
Galilee to this place. When Pilate heard of 
Galilee, he asked whether the man were a Gali- 
lean. And as soon as he knew that he belonged 
unto Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent him to Herod, 
who himself was also at Jerusalem at that time. 
And when Herod saw Jesus he was exceeding : 
glad: for he was desirous to see him afi a long | 
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him ; and he hoped to have seen some miracle 
done by him. Then he questioned with him 
in many words; but he answered him nothing. 
And the chief priests and scribes stood and 
| vehemently accused him. And Herod with his 
men of war set him at nought, and mocked him, 
and arrayed» him in a gorgeous robe, and sent 
him again to Pilate. And the same day Pilate 
and Herod were made friends together; for 
before they were at enmity between themselves. 
And Pilate, when he had called together the 
chief priests, and the rulers, and the people, 
said unto them, Ye have brought this man unto 
me, as one that perverteth the people: and 
behold, I, having examined him before you, 
have found no fault in this man, touching those 
things whereof ye accuse him. No, nor yet 
Herod: for I sent you to him; and lo, nothing 
worthy of death is done unto him. I will there- 
fore chastise him, and release him. (For of 
necessity he must release one unto them at the 
feast.) And they cried out all at once, saying, 
Away with this man, and release unto us Barab- 
bas: (who for a certain sedition made in the 
city, and for murder, was cast into prison.) 
Pilate therefore, willing to release Jesus, spake 
again to them. But they cried, saying, Crucify 
him! crucify him! And he said unto them the 
third time, Why, what evil hath he done? I 
have found no cause of death in him: I will 
therefore chastise him, and let him go. And 
they were instant with loud voices, requiring | 
that he might be crucified: and the voices of 
them, and of the chief priests, prevailed. And

Pilate gave sentence that it should be as. they, 
| required. And he released unto them him that 
for sedition and murder was .cast into prison, 
whom they had desired; but he delivered Jesus 
to their will. And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, coming 
out of the country, and on him they laid the 
cross, that he might bear it after Jesus... And | 
there followed him a great company of people, 
and of women, which also bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jesus tuming unto. them, said, 
Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but 
weep for yourselves, and for your children. For 
behold, the days are coming, in the which they 
shall say, Blessed are the barren, and the wombs 
that never bare, and the paps which never gave 
suck. Then shall they begin to say to the 
| mountains, Fall on us! and to the hills, Cover 
| us! For if they do these things in a green tree, 
what shall be done in the dry? And _ there 
were also two other, malefactors, led with him 
to be put to death. And when they were come 
to the place which is called Calvary, there they 
crucified him, and the malefactors; one on the 
right hand, and the other on the left... Then 
said Jesus, Father, forgive them; for they know 
| not what they do. And they parted his raiment, 
| and cast lots. And the people stood beholding. 
And the rulers also with them derided him, say- 
ing, He saved others; let him save himself, if 
he be Christ, the chosen’of God. And the 
soldiers also mocked him, coming to him, and 
offering him vinegar, and saying, If thou be the 


| King of the Jews, save thyself. And a super- 
I| scription also was written over him,in letters of 
er 
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Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE 
KING’ OF THE JEWS. And’ one of the 
malefactors which were hanged railed on him, 
saying, If thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 
But the other answering, rebuked him, saying, 
Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou art in the 
same condemnation? And we indeed justly; 
for we receive the due reward of our deeds: 
but this man hath done nothing amiss. And he 
said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom. And Jesus said unto 
him, Verily I say unto thee, To-day shalt thou 
be with me in Paradise. And it was about the | 
sixth hour, and there was a darkness over all the 
earth until the ninth hour. And the sun was 
darkened, and the vail of the temple was rent 
in the midst. And when Jesus had cried with 
a loud voice, he said, Father, into thy hands I 
commend my spirit: and having said thus, he 
gave up the ghost. Now when the centurion 
saw what was done, he glorified God, saying, 
Certainly this was a righteous man. And all 
the people that came together to that sight, 
beholding the things which were done, smote their 
breasts and returned. And all his acquaintance, 
and the women that followed him from Galilee, | 
stood afar off, beholding these things.

epee Law having a shadow of good things to 

come, and not the very image of the 
things, can never, with those sacrifices. which 
they offered year by year continually, make the 
comers thereunto perfect. For then would they 
not have ceased to be offered? because that the 
worshippers, once purged, should have had no 
; more conscience of sins. But in those sacrifices 
\ there is a remembrance again made of sins every 
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year. \ For it is not possible that the blood of 
bulls and of goats should take away sins. 
Wherefore, when He cometh into the world, he 
saith, Sacrifice and. offering thou wouldest not, 
but a body hast thou prepared me: in burnt- 
offermgs and sacrifices for sin thou hast had no 
pleasure. ‘Then said I, Lo, I come, (in the 
volume of the book it is wntten of me) to 
. | do thy will, O God. Above, when he said, 
Sacrifice and offering and burnt-offerings and 
offering for sin thou wouldest not, neither hadst 
pleasure therein ; which are offered by the Law; 
then said he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the first, that he may establish 
the second. By the which will we are sancti- 
fied, through the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all. And eyery priest standeth 
daily ministering and offering oftentimes the 
same sacrifices, which can never take away sins: 
but this Man, after he had offered one sacrifice 
for sins for ever,sat down on the right hand of 
God ; from henceforth expecting till his enemies 
be made his footstool. For by one offering he 
hath perfected for ever them that are sanctified. 
Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a witness to us: 
| for after that he had said before, This is the 
covenant that I will make with them afler those 
days, saith the Lord, I will put my laws into 
their hearts, and in their minds will I write 
them; and their sms and imquities will J 
remember no more. Now where remission or 
these is, there is no more offering for sin. 
Haying therefore, brethren, boldness to enter 
into the holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new 
and living way, which he hath consecrated for 
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us through the vail, that is to say, his flesh; and 
having an High Priest over the house of God; 
let us draw near with a true heart, m full assur- 
ance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled from 
an evil conscience, and our bodies washed with 
pure water. Let us hold fast the profession of 
our faith without wavering; (for He is faithful 


to provoke unto love and to good works: not 
forsaking the assembling of ourselves together. 
as the manner of some is; but exhorting one 
another: and so much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching.

ILATE therefore took Jesus, and scourged 
him. And the soldiers platted a crown 

of thorns, and put it on his head, and they put 
on him a purple robe, and said, Hail, King 
of the Jews! and they smote him with their 
hands. Pilate therefore went forth again, and 
saith unto them, Behold, I bring him forth to 
you, that ye may know that I find no fault in 
him. Then came Jesus’ forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the purple robe. And 
Pilate saith unto them, Behold the man!) When 
the chief priests therefore and officers saw him, 
they cried out, saying, Crucify him! crucify him! 
Pilate saith unto them, Take ye him, and crucify 
him; for I find no fault in him. ‘The Jews 
answered him, We have a law, and by our law 
he ought to die, because he made himself the 
Son of God. When Pilate therefore heard, that | 
saying, he was the more afraid ; and went again 
| into the judgment-hall, and saith unto Jesus, 
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answer. ‘Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest 
thou not unto me? Knowest thou not that I 
have power to crucify thee, and have power to 
release thee? Jesus answered, Thou couldest 
have no power at all against me, except it were 
given thee from above: therefore he that deli- 
vered me unto thee hath the ereater sin. And 
from thenceforth Pilate sought to release him: 
but the Jews cried out, saying, If thou let this 


maketh himself a king, speaketh against Cesar. 
When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he 
brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the judg- 
ment-seat, in a place that is called the Pavement, 
but in Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the pre- 
paration of the Passover, and about the sixth hour: 
and he saith unto the Jews, Behold ayo King! 
But they cried out, Away with him! away with 
him! crucify him! Pilate saith unto them, Shall I 
crucify your King? ‘The chief priests answered, 
We have no king but Cesar. ‘Then delivered 
he him therefore unto them to be crucified. And 
they took Jesus and led him away. And he 
bearing his cross went forth into a place called 
the place of a skull, which is called in the 
Hebrew, Golgotha; where they crucified him, 
and two. others with him, on either side one, 
and Jesus in the midst. And Pilate wrote a 
title, and put it on the cross. And the writing 
was, JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. This title then read many 
of the Jews: for the place where Jesus was 
crucified was nigh to the city; and it was written 
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Whence art thou? But Jesus gave him no 


man go, thou art not Cesar’s friend: whosoever | 


[ in Hebrew, arid Greek, and Latin. Then said | 
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the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate; Write 
not, ‘The King of the Jews; but that he said, 
I am Kine of the Jews. Pilate answered, 
“What I have written, I have written. Then 
the soldiers, when they had. crueified Jesus, 
took his garments, and made four parts, to 
every soldier a part; and also his coat: now } 
the coat was without seam, woven from the 
top throughout. ‘They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots 
for it whose it shall be: that the Seripture 
might be fulfilled, which saith, ‘They parted my 
raiment among them, and for my vesture they 
did cast lots. These things therefore the sol- 
diers did. Now there stood by the cross of 
Jesus, his mother, and his mother’s sister, Mary 
the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. 
When Jesus therefore saw his mother, and the 
disciple standing by whom he loved, he saith 
unto his mother, Woman, behold thy son! 
Then saith he to the disciple, Behold thy mother! 
And from that hour that disciple took her unto 
his own home. After this, Jesus knowing that 
all things were now accomplished, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. Now 
there was set a vessel full of vinegar: and they 
filled a sponge with vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his mouth. When Jesus | 
therefore had received the vinegar, he said, It 
is finished: and he bowed-his head, and gave 
up the ghost. The Jews therefore, because it 
was the preparation, that the bodies should not 
remain upon. the cross on the sabbath-day, (for 
that sabbath-day was an high day,) besought 
Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that |

they might be taken away. ‘Then came the 
soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, and 
of the other which was crucified with hin. 
But when they came to Jesus, and saw that he 
was dead already, they brake not his legs: but 
one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his 
side, and forthwith came thereout blood and 
water. And he that saw it bare record, and 
his record is true: and he knoweth that he saith 
true, that ye might believe. For these things 
were done that the Scripture should be fulfilled, 
A bone of him shall not be broken. And again 
another Scripture saith, They shall look on him 
whom they pierced.

a) BEN the even was come, there came a 

rich man of Arimathea, named Joseph, 
who also himself was Jesus’ disciple: he went 
to Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. ‘Then 
Pilate commanded the body to be delivered.

Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall 
we eat? or, What shall we drink? or, Where- 
withal shall we be clothed? (for after all these 
things do the Gentiles seel ;) sho your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have: need of all these 
things. But seek ye first the kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness; and all these things shall 
be added unto you. ‘lake therefore no thought 
for the morrow; for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself.

And grieve not the Holy Spinit of God, 
whereby ye are sealed unto the day of redemp- 
tion. Let all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, 
and clamour, and evil-speaking, be put away 
from you, with all malice: and be ye kind one 
to another, tender-hearted, forgiving one another, 
even as God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.

Then said the king to the servants, Bind him 
hand and foot, and take him away, and. cast 
him into outer darkness ; there shall be weeping 
and ynashing of teeth. For many are called, 
but few are chosen.

But the same servant went out, and 
found one of his fellow-servants, which owed him 
an hundred pence: and he laid hands on him, 
and took him by the throat, saymg, Pay me 
that thou owest. And his fellow-servant fell 
down at his feet, and besought him, saying, 
Have patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 
And he would not; but went and cast him into 
prison, till he should pay the debt. So when 
his fellow-servants saw what was done, they 
were very sorry, and came and told unto their 
lord all that was done.

One of his dis- 
ciples, Andrew, Simon Peter’s brother, saith 
unto him, There is a lad here, which hath five 
barley-loaves, and two small fishes; but what 
are they among so many? And Jesus said, 
Make the men sit down. Now there was much 
grass in the place.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE LORD’S SUPPER, 
OR 


HOLY COMMUNION. 


1 If among those who come to be partakers of the Holy 
Communion, the Minister shall know any to be an epen 
and notorious evil liver, or to have done any wrong to his 
neighbours by word or deed, so that the Congregation be 
thereby offended ; he shall advertise him, that he presume 
not to come to the Lord’s Table, until he have openly 
declared himself to have truly repented and amended his 
former evil life, that the Congregation may thereby be 
satisfied ; and that he hath recompensed the parties to 
whom he hath done wrong; or at least declare himself te 
be in full purpose so to do, as soon as he conveniently may 

{ The same order shall the Minister use with those, betwixt 
whom he perceiveth malice and hatred to reign; not suffer- 
ing them to be partakers of the Lord’s Table, until he 
know them to be reconciled. And if one of the parties, so 
at variance, be content to forgive from the bottom of his 
heart all that the other hath trespassed against him, and to 
make amends for that wherein he himself bath offended ; 
and the other party will not be persuaded to a godly unity, 
but remain still in his froward 1ess and malice ; the Minister 
in that case ought to admit the penitent person to the Holy 
Communion, and not him that is obstinate. Provided, that 
every Minister so repelling any, asis herein specified, 'shall 
be obliged to give an account of the same to the Ordinary, 
as soon as conveniently may be. 4 
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M1 The Table, at the Communion-time, having a fair white 
linen cloth upon it, shall stand in the body of the Church, or 
in the Chancel. And the Minister, standing at the right side 
of the Table, or where Morning and Evening Prayer are 
appointed to be said, shall say the Lord’s Prayer and the 
Collect following, the People kneeling; but the Lord’s 
Prayer may be omitted, if Morning Prayer hath been said 
immediately before.

EARLY beloved, on day next I pur- 
pose, through God’s assistance, to admi- 
nister to all such as shall be religiously and 
devoutly disposed the most comfortable Sacra- 
ment of the Body and Blood of Christ; to be by 
them received in remembrance of his meritorious 
Cross and Passion; whereby alone we obtain 
remission of our sins, and are made partakers 
of the Kingdom of Heaven. Wherefore it is our 
duty to render most humble and hearty thanks 
to Almighty God, our heavenly Father, for that 
he hath given his Son our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
not only to die for us, but also to be our spiritual 
}food and sustenance in that holy Sacrament. 
Which being so divine and comfortable a thing 
to them who receive it worthily, and so danger- 
ous to those who will presume to receive it un- 
worthily ; my duty is to exhort you, in the mean 
season to consider the dignity of that holy mys- 
tery, and the great peril of the unworthy receiving ! 
thereof ; and so to search and examine your own 
consciences, (and that not lightly, and after the 
manner of dissemblers with God; but so) that 
ye may come holy and clean to such a heavenly | 
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Feast, inthe marriage-garment required by God 
in holy Scripture, and be received as worthy 
partakers of that holy Table. 

The way and means thereto is; First, to exa- 


| mine your lives and conversations by the rule 


of God’s commandments; and whereinsoever ye 
shall perceive yourselves to have offended, either 
by will, word, or deed, there to bewail your own 
sinfulness, and to confess yourselves to Almighty 


| God, with full purpose of amendment of life. 


And if ye shall perceive your offences to be such 
as are not only against God, but also against 
your neighbours ; then ye shall reconcile your- 
selves unto them; being ready to make restitu- 
tion and satisfaction, according to the uttermost 
of your powers, for all injuries and wrongs done 
by you to any other; and being likewise ready 
to forgive others who have offended you, as ye 
would have forgiveness of your offences at God’s 
hand: for otherwise the receiving of the holy 
Communion doth nothing else but increase your 
condemnation. Therefore, if any of you be a 
blasphemer of God, an hinderer or slanderer of 
his Word, an adulterer, or be in malice, or envy, 
or in any other grievous crime; repent ye of your 
sins, or else come not to that holy Table. 

And because it is requisite that no man should 
come to the holy Communion, but with a full 
trust in God’s mercy, and with a quiet con- 
science; therefore, if there be any of you, who 
by this. means cannot quiet his own conscience 
herein, but requireth further comfort or counsel, 
let him come to me, cr to some other Minister 
of God’s Word, and open his grief; that he may 
receive such godly counsel and advice, as may 
tend to the quieting of his conscience, and the 
removing of all scruple and doubtfulness. 
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{1 Or, in case he shall see the People negligent to come to 
the Holy Communion, instead of the former, he shall use 
this Exhortation. 


EARLY beloved brethren, on T intend, 

by God’s grace, to celebrate the Lord’s 
Supper: unto which, in God’s behalf, I bid you 
all who are here present; and beseech you, for 
the Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, that ye will not 
refuse to come thereto, being so lovingly called 
and bidden by God himself. Ye know how 
grievous and unkind a thing it is, when a man 
hath prepared a rich feast, decked his table with 
all kind of provision, so that there Jacketh 
nothing but the guests to sit down; and yet they 
who are called (without any cause) most unthank- 
fully refuse to come. Which of you in sucha 
case would not be moved? Who would not 
think a great injury and wrong done unto him? 
Wherefore, most dearly beloved in Christ, take 
ye good heed, lest ye, withdrawing yourselves 
from this holy Supper, provoke God’s indigna- 
tion against you. It is an easy matter for a man 
to say, I will not communicate, because I am 
otherwise hindered with worldly business. But 
such excuses are not so easily accepted and 
allowed before God.

Those who ‘sefasedl the feast in the Gospel, 
‘because they had bought a farm, or would try 
their yokes of oxen, or because they were mar- 
ried, were not so excused, but counted unworthy 
of the heavenly feast. Wherefaieg according to ’ 
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mine Office, L bid you in the Name of God, I call 
you in Christ’s behalf, I exhort you, as ye love 
your own salvation, that ye will be partakers 
of this holy Communion. And as the Son of 
God did vouchsafe to yield up his soul by death 
upon the Cross for your salvation; so it is your 
duty to receive the Communion in remembrance 
of the sacrifice of his death, as he himself hath 
commanded: which if ye shall neglect to do, 
consider with yourselyes how great is your 
ingratitude to God, and how sore punishment 
hangeth over your heads for the same; when ye 
wilfally abstain from the Lord’s Table, and 
separate from your brethren,who come to feed 
on the banquet of that most heavenly food. 
These things if ye earnestly consider, ye will by 
God’s grace return to a better mind: for the 
obtaining whereof we shall not cease to make 
our humble petitions unto Almighty God, our 
heavenly Father.

{ There shall be for every Male-child to be baptized, when 
they can be had, two Godfathers and one Godmother; and 
for every Female, one Godfather and two Godmothers ; 
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and Parents shall be admitted as Sponsors, if it be at

1 And if they shall be found fit, then the Godfathers and 
Godmothers (the People being assembled upon the Sunday, 
Holy Day, or Prayer Day appointed) shall be ready to pre- 
sent them at the Font, immediately after the Second Les- 
son, either at Morning or Evening Prayer, as the Minister, 
in his discretion, shall think fit. 

@ And standing there, the Minister shall ask, whether any 
of the Persons here presented be baptized or no: If they 
shall answer, No; then shall the Minister say thus: 


Ses beloved, forasmuch as all men are 
conceived and born in sin, (and that which 
| is born of the flesh is flesh,) and they who are

and these Infants. Then the Minister shall proceed to the 
questions to be demanded in the cases respectively. After { 
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the immersion, or the pouring of water, the prayer shall. be 
as in this service; only, after the words, these Persons, 
shall be added, and these Infants. After which the remain- 
ing part of each service shall be used; first that for Adults, 
and lastly that for Infants. 

1 If any persons, not baptized in their infancy, shall be 
brought to be baptized before they come to years of discre- 
tion to answer for themselves, it may suffice to use the 
Office for Public Baptism of Infants ; ; or, in case of extreme 
danger, the Office for Private Baptism; only changing the 
word Infant, for Child, or Person, as occasion requireth.

OW many Sacraments hath Christ ordained 
in his Church ? 

Two only, as generally necessary 
to salvation; that is to say, Baptism, and the 
Supper of the Lord. 
Question. What meanest thou by this word 
Sacrament ? 
Answer. I mean an outward and visible sign 
of an inward and spiritual grace given unto us 3 
ordained by Christ himself, as a means whereby 
we receive the same, and a pledge to assure us 
thereof. 
Question. How many parts are there in a Sa- 
erament? 
Answer. Two; the outward visible sign, and 
the inward spiritual grace. 
Question. What is the outward visible sign 
or form in Baptism ? 
Answer. Water; wherein the person is bap- 
tized, In the Name of the Father, and.of the Sor., 
and of the Holy Ghost. 
Question. What is the inward and spiritual 
grace ? 
‘Answer. A death unto sin, and a new birth 
unto righteousness: for being by nature born 
in sin, and the children of wrath, we are hereby 
made the children of grace. 
Question. What is required of persons to be 
baptized ? : 
Answer. Repentance, whereby they forsake 
sin; and Faith, whereby they steadfastly believe 
the promises of God made to them in that Sacra- 
ment. 
Question. Why then are Infants baptized, 
when by reason of their tender ag6 they cannot 
perform them ? 
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Answer. Because they promise them both 
by their Sureties; which promise, when they 
come to age, themselves are bound to perform. 

Question. Why was the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper ordained ? 

Answer. For the continual remembrance of 
the sacrifice of the death of Christ, and of the 
benefits which we receive thereby. 

Question. What is the outward part or sign 
of the Lord’s Supper ? 

Answer. Bread and Wine, which the Lord 
hath commanded to be received. 

Question. What is the inward part or thing 
signified ? 

Answer. The Body and Blood of Christ, 
which are spiritually taken and received by the 
faithful in the Lord’s Supper. 

Question. What are the benefits whereof we 
are partakers thereby ? 

_finswer.. The strengthening and refreshing 
of our souls by the Body and Blood of Christ, 
as our bodies are by the Bread and Wine. 

Question. What is required of those who 
come to the Lord’s Supper? 

Answer. To examine themselves, whether 
they repent them truly of their former sins, stead- 


| fastly purposing to lead a new life; have a lively 


faith in God’s mercy through Christ, with a 
thankful remembrance of his death; and be in 
charity with all men. 


The Minister of every Parish shall diligently, upon Sun- 
days and Holy Days, or on some other convenient occa- 
sions, openly in the Church, instruct or examine so man 
Children of his Parish, sent unto him, as he shall think 
convenient, in some part of this Catechism. 

4 And all Fathers, Mothers, Masters, and Mistresses, shall 
cause their Children, Servants, and Apprentices, who have 
not learned their Catechism, to come to the Church at the | 
time appointed, and obediently to hear and to be ordered by 
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the Minister, until such time as they have learned all that 
is here appointed for them to learn. 

f So soon as Children are come to a competent age, and can 
say the Creed, the Lord’s Prayer, and the Ten Command- 
ments, and can answer to the other questions of this short 
Catechism, they shall be brought to the Bishop. 

T And whensoever the Bishop shall give knowledge for Child- 
ren to be brought unto him for their Confirmation, the 
Minister of every Parish shall either bring, or send in 
writing, with his hand subscribed thereunto, the Names of 
all such Persons within his Parish, as he shall think fit to be 
presented to the Bishop to be confirmed.

T At the day and time appointed for Solemnization of Ma- 
trimony, the Persons to be married: shall come into the 
body of the Church, or shall be ready in some proper 
house, with their friends and neighbours; and there stand- 
ing together, the Man on the right hand, and the Woman 
on the left, the Minister shall say, 


Pte beloved, we are gathered together 

here in the sight of God, and in the face 
of this company, to join together this Mar and 
this Woman in holy Matrimony; which is com- 
mended of St. Paul to be honourable among all 
men: and therefore is not by any to be entered 
into unadvisedly or lightly; but reverently, dis-

Wherefore, 
whatsoever your sickness be, know you certainly 
that it is God’s visitation. And for what cause 
soever this sickness be sent unto you; whether 
it be to try your patience for the example of 
others, and that your faith may be found, in the 
day of the Lord, laudable, glorious, and honoura- 
ble, to the increase of glory and endless felicity ; 
or else it be sent unto you to correct and amend 
in you whatsoever doth offend the eyes of your 
heavenly Father; know you certainly, that if you 
truly repent you of your sins, and bear your 
sickness patiently, trusting in God’s mercy for 
his dear Son Jesus Christ’s sake, and render 
unto him humble thanks for his fatherly visita- 
tion, submitting yourself wholly unto his will, it 
shall turn to your profit, and help you forward 
in the right way that leadeth unto everlasting 
life. 


1 If the Person visited be very sick, then the Minister may 
end his Exhortation in this place, or else proceed. 
AKE therefore in good part the chastise- 
i ment of the Lord: For (as Saint Paul 
saith in the twelfth Chapter to the Hebrews) 
whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and 
scourgeth every son whom he receiveth. If ye 
endure chastening, God dealeth with you as with 
sons; for what son is he whom the Father chas- 
teneth not? But if ye be without chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are ye bastards, 
and not sons. Furthermore, we have had fathers 
of our flesh, which corrected us, and we gave 
them reverence: shall we not much rather be 
in subjection unto the Father of spirits, and live ? 
For they verily for a few days chastened us 
after their own pleasure ; but he for our profit, 
that we might be partakers of his holiness. 
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These words, good brother, are written in. holy 


Scripture for our comfort and instruction ; that 
we should patiently,and with thanksgiving, bear 
our heavenly Father’s correction, whensoever, 
by any manner of adversity, it shall please his 
gracious goodness to visit us. And there should 


i no oreater comfort to Christian persons, than 


to be made like unto Christ, by suffering pa- 
tiently adversities, troubles, and sicknesses. For 
he himself went not up to joy, but first he suf- 
fered pain; he entered not into his glory before 
he was crucified. So truly our way to eternal 
joy is to suffer here with Christ; and our door 
to enter into eternal life is gladly to die with 
Christ;that we may rise again from death, and 


fore, taking your sickness, which is thus profita- 
ble for you, patiently, I exhort you, in the Name 
of God, to remember the profession which you 
made unto God in your Baptism. And foras- 
much as after this life there is an account to be 
given unto the righteous Judge, by whom all 
must be judged, without respect of persons, I 
require you to examine yourself, and your estate, 
both toward God and man; so that, accusing and 
condemning yourself for your own faults, you 

may find mercy at our heavenly Father’s hand 
for Christ’s sake, and not be accused and con- 
-demned in that fearful judgment. Therefore I 
shall rehearse to you the Articles of our Faith ; 
that you may know whether you do believe as 
a Christian man should, or no. 


1 Here the Minister shall rehearse the Articles of the Faith, 
saying thus, 
OST thou believe in God the Father Al- 
mighty, Maker of heaven and earth ? 
| wend in Jesus Christ his only-begotten Son 
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our Lord? And that he was conceived by the 
Holy Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary; that he 
suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, 
dead, and buried; that he went down into hell, 
and also did rise again the third day; that he 
ascended into heaven, and sitteth on the right 
hand of God the Father Almighty; and from 
thence shall come again, at the end of the world, 
to judge the quick and the dead ? 

And dost thou believe in the Holy Ghost; the 
holyCatholic Church ; the Communion of Saints;

flesh; And everlasting Life after death ?

All this I steadfastly believe. 


f Then shall the Ministef examine whether he repent him 
truly of his sins, and be in charity with all the world; ex- 
horting him to forgive, from the bottom of his heart, all 
persons that have offended him; and if he hath offended 
any other, to ask them forgiveness; and where he hath 
done injury or wrong to any man, that he make amends to 
the uttermost of his power. And if he hath not before dis 
posed of his goods, Jet him then be admonished to make his 
Will, and to declare hisDebts, what he oweth, and what is 
owing unto him, for the better discharging of his con- 
science, and the quietness of his Executors. But men 
should often be put in remembrance to take order for the 
settling of their temporal estates, whilst they are in health.

 Forasmuch as all mortal men are subject to many sudden 

perils, diseases, and sicknesses, and ever uncertain what 
_ time they shall depart out of this life; therefore, to the in- 
_ tent they may be always in readiness to die, whensoever it 
| shall please Almighty God to call them, the Ministers shall | 
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diligently from time to time (but especially in the time of 
pestilence, or other infectious sickness) exhort their parish- 
loners to the often receiving of the Holy Communion of the 
Body and Blood of our Saviour. Christ, when it shall be 
publicly administered in the Church; that so doing, they 
may, in case of sudden visitation, have the less cause to be 
disquieted for lack of the same. Butif the sick person be 
not able to come to theChurch, and yet is desirous to re- 
; _ ceive the Communion in his house; then he must give 
timely notice to the Minister, signifying also how many 
there are to communicate with him, (which shall be two at 
the least;) and all things necessary being prepared, the 
Minister shall there celebrate the Holy Communion, be- 
ginning with the Collect, Epistle, and Gospel, here follow- 
ing:

LMIGHTY, everliving God, Maker of man-

and shed his blood for his redemption, earnestly remember- 
ing the benefits he hath thereby, and giving him hearty 
thanks therefor, he doth eat and drink the body and blood 
of our Saviour Christ profitably to his Soul’s health, al- 
though he do not receive the sacrament with his mouth. 


When the sick person is visited, and receiveth the Holy 
Communion all at one time, then the Minister, for more 
expedition, shall cut off the form of the Visitation at the 
Psalm, and go straight to the Communion. 


1 In the times of contagious sickness or disease, when none 
of the Parish or neighbours can be gotten to communicate 
with the sick in their houses, for fear of the infection, upon 
special request of the diseased, the Minister alone may 
communicate with him.

Else what shall they 
do which are baptized for the dead, if the dead 
rise not at all? Why are they then baptized 
for the dead? and why stand we in jeopardy 
every hour? I protest by your rejoicing, which 
I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If 
after the manner of men I have fought with 
beasts at Ephesus, what advantageth it me, if 
the dead rise not? let us eat and drink, for 
to-morrow we die. Be not deceived: evil com- 
munications corrupt good manners. Awake to 
righteousness, and sin not; for some have not 
the knowledge of God. I speak this to your 
shame. But some man will say, How are the 
| fend raised up? and with what body do they 
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come? Thon fool! that which thou sowest is 
not quickened, except it die. And that which 
thou sowest, thou sowest not that body that shall 
be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or 
of some other grain. But God giveth it a body 
as it hath pleased him, and to every seed his 
own body. All flesh is not the same flesh; but 
there is one kind of flesh of men, another flesh of 
beasts, another of fishes, and another of birds. 
There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terres- 
trial: but the glory of the celestial is one, and the 
glory of the terrestrial is another. ‘There is one 
glory of the sun, and another glory of the moon, 
and another glory of the stars; for one star 
differeth from another star in glory. So also is 
the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in cor- 
ruption ; it is raised in incorruption: it is sown 
in dishonour; it is raised in glory: it is sown 
in weakness; it is raised in power: it is 
sown a natural body; it is raised a spiritual 
body. There is a natural body, and there isa 
spiritual body. And so it is written, The first 
man Adam was made a living soul;the last Adam 
was made a quickening spirit. Howbeit, that 
was not first which is spiritual, but that which is 
natural; and afterward that which is spiritual. 
| The first man is of the earth, earthy: the second 
~man is the Lord from heaven. As is the earthy, 
such are they that are earthy: and_as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that are heavenly. 
And as we have borne the image of the earthy, 
we shall also bear the image of the, heavenly. 
Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption. _ Behold, I show 
you a mystery: we shall not all sleep, but we 
shall all be changed, in a moment, in the twink- 
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ling of an eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet 

shall sound, and the dead shall be raised incor- 
ruptible, and we shall be changed. For this 
cerruptible must put on incorruption, and this 
mortai must put on immortality. So when this 
corruptible shall have put on mcorruption, and 
this mortal shall have put on immortality ; then 
shall be brought to pass the saying that is writ- 
ten, Death is swallowed up in victory. O death, 
where is thy sting? O grave, where is. thy 
victory? The sting of death is sin; and the 
strength of sin is the Law. But thanks be to 
God, which giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my beloved breth- 
ren, be ye steadfast, unmoveable, always abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as 
ye know that your labour is not in vain in the 
Lord.

And to this true repent- 
ance and change of mind you must add a lively 
and steadfast faith, and dependence upon the 
merits: of the death of Christ, with an entire resig- 
nation of yourself to the will of God. Except 
you repent, and believe, we can give you no hope 
of salvation. But if you do sincerely repent and 
believe, God hath declared, though your sins be 
as red as scarlet, they shall be made white as 
snow; though your wickednesses have gone over 
your head, yet shall they not be your destruction. 
We exhort you therefore in the Name of God,

ie beloved; it hath pleased Almighty 

God, in his justice, to bring you under the 
sentence and condemnation of the law. You are 
shortly to suffer death in such a manner, that 
others, warned by your example, may be the 
more afraid to offend; and we pray God, that 
you may make such use of your punishments in 
this world, that your soul may be saved in the 
world to come. 

Wherefore we come to you in the bowels of 
compassion; and, being desirous that you should 
avoid presumption on the one hand, and despair 
on the other, shall plainly lay before you the 
wretchedness of your condition, and declare how 
far you ought to depend on the mercies of God, 
and the merits of our Saviour. Consider then 
seriously with yourself, in all appearance the time 
of your dissolution draweth near; your sins have 
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moved from among men by a violent death; and 
you shall fade away suddenly like the grass, 
which in the morning is green and groweth up, 
but in the evening is cut down, dried up, and 
withered. After you have thus finished the 
course of a sinful and miserable life, you shall 
appear before the Judge of all flesh; who, as he 
pronounces blessings on the righteous, shall like- 
wise say, with a terrible voice of most just judg- 
ment, to the wicked, Go, ye accursed, into the 
fire everlasting, prepared for the devil and his 
angels. 

Your sins have brought you too near this dread- 
ful sentence: it is therefore your part and duty, 
my brother, humbly to confess and bewail your 
great and manifold offences, and to repent you 
truly of your sins, as you tender the eternal sal- 
vation of your soul. 

Be not deceived with a vain and presumptuous 
expectation of God’s favour, nor say within your- 
self, Peace, peace, where there is no peace; for 
there is no peace, saith my God, to the wicked. 
God is not mocked; he is of purer eyes than to 
behold iniquity; and without holiness no man 
shall see the Lord. On the other hand, despair 
not of God’s mercy, though trouble is on every 
side; for God shutteth not up his mercies for ever 
in displeasure: But if we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness. Do not 
either way abuse the goodness of God, who call- 
eth us mercifully to amendment, and of his end- 
| less pity promiseth us forgiveness of that which 
is past, if with a perfect anda true heart'we re- 
turn unto him. 

Since therefore you are soon to pass into an 
| endless and unchangeable state, and your future 
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happiness or misery depends upon the few mo- 
ments which are left you, I require you strictly to 
examine yourself, and your estate both towards 
God and towards man; and let no worldly con- 
sideration hinder you from making a true and full 
confession of your sins, and giving all the satis- 
faction which is in your power to every one 
whom you have wronged or injured; that you 
may find mercy at your heavenly Father’s hand, 
for Christ’s sake, and not be condemned in the 
dreadful day of judgment. 

Lastly, beloved, submit yourself with Christian 
resignation to the just judgment of God, which 
your own crimes have brought upon you, and 
be in charity with all men; being ready sincerely 
to forgive all such as have offended you, not 
excepting those who have prosecuted you even 
unto death: and, though this may seem a hard 
saying, yet know assuredly, that without it your 
charity is not yet perfect. And fail not earnestly 
to endeavour and pray for this blessed temper 
and composure of mind. So may you cast your- 
self with an entire dependence upon the mercies 
of God, through the merits of our Saviour and 
Redeemer Jesus Christ.

and in his law will he exercise himself day 
and night.

4 His leaf also shall not wither; and look, 
whatsoever he doeth, it shall prosper. 

5 As for the ungodly, it is not so with them ;

6 Therefore the ungodly shall not be able to 
stand in the judgment, neither the sinners in the 
congregation of the righteous. 

7 But the Lory knoweth the way of the right- 
eous; and the way of the ungodly shall perish.

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2 The kings of the earth stand up, and the |

3 Let us break their bonds asunder, and cast 
away their cords from us. 

4 He that dwelleth in heaven shall laugh 
them to scorn: the Lord shall have them in 
derision. 

5 Then shall he speak unto them in his wrath, 
and vex them in his sore displeasure. 

6 Yet have I set my King upon my holy hill 
of Sion, 

7 I will preach the law, whereof the Lorp 
hath said unto me, Thou art my Son, this day 
have I begotten thee. 

8 Desire of me, and I shall give thee the 
heathen for thine inheritance, and the utmost 
parts of the earth for thy possession. 

9 Thou shalt bruise them with a rod of iron, 
and break them in pieces like a potter’s vessel. 

10 Be wise now therefore, O ye kings; be 
learned, ye that are judges of the earth. 

11 Serve the Lorp in fear, and rejoice unto 
him with reverence. 

12 Kiss the Son, lest he be angry, and so ye 
| perish from the right way, if his wrath be kin- 
dled, yea but a little, blessed are all they that 
put their trust in him.

EAR me when I call, O God of my right- 
eousness: thou hast set me at liberty, 
when I was in trouble; have mercy upon me, 
and hearken unto my prayer.

| vanity, and seek after falsehood ? 

3 Know this also, that the Lorp hath chosen 
to himself the man that is godly ; when I call 
upon the Lorphe will hear me. 

4 Stand in awe, and sin not; commune with 
your own heart, and in your chamber, and be 
still. 

5 Offer the sacrifice of righteousness, and put 
your trust in the Lorn. 

6 There be many that say, Who will show. us 
any good ? 

7 Lorp, lift thou up the hight of thy counte- 
nance upon us.

the Lorp will abhor both the blood-thirsty and 
deceitful man. 

7 But as for me, I will come into thine house, 
even upon the multitude of thy mercy; and in 
thy fear will I worship toward thy holy temple. 

8 Lead me, O Lorp, in thy righteousness, be- 
cause of mine enemies; make thy way plain 
before my face. 

9 For there is no faithfulaess in his mouth; 
their inward parts are very wickedness. 

10 Their throat is an open sepulchre; they 

| flatter with their tongue. 
| 11 Destroy thou them, O God ; let them perish 
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through their own imaginations; cast them out 
in the multitude of their ungodliness; for they 
have rebelled against thee. 

12 And let all them that put their trust in thee 
rejoice: they shall ever be giving of thanks, be- 
cause thou defendest them; they that love thy 
Name shall be joyful in thee ; 

13 For thou, Lorp, wilt give thy blessing unto - 
the righteous, and with thy favourable kindness 
wilt thou defend him, as with a shield.

2 Haye mercy upon me, O Lorp, for I am 
weak; O Lorp, heal me, for my bones are 
vexed. 

3 My soul also is sore troubled: but, Lorn, 
how long wilt thou punish me? 

4 Turn thee, O Lorp, and deliver my soul ; 
O save me, for thy mercy’s sake: 

5 For in death no man remembereth thee ; 
and who will give thee thanks in the pit? 

6 I am weary of my groaning: every night 
wash I my bed, and water my couch with my 
tears. 

7 My beauty is gone for very trouble, bia | 
worn away because of all mine enemies.

for the Lorp hath heard the voice of my 
weeping. 

9 The Lorphath heard my petition; the Lorp

O LORD, my God, in thee have I put my 
trust: save me from all them that perse- 
cute me, and deliver me ; 

2 Lest he devour my soul like a lion, and tear 
it in pieces, while there is none to help. 

3 O Lorp, my God, if I have done any such 
thing; or if there be any wickedness in my 
hands; 

4 If I have rewarded evil unto him that dealt 
friendly with me; yea, I have delivered him that 
without any cause 1s mine enemy ; 

5 Then let mine enemy persecute my soul, 
and take me; yea, let him tread my life down 
upon the earth, and lay mine honour in the dust. 

6 Stand up, O Lorn, in thy wrath, and lift up 
thyself, because of the indignation of mine ene- 
mies; arise up for me in the judgment that thou 
hast commanded. 

7 And so shall the congregation of the people. 
come about thee: for their sakes therefore, lift 
up thyself again.

17 For his travail shall come upon his own 
head, and his wickedness shall fall on his own

18 I will give thanks unto the Lorp, accord- 
ing to his righteousness; and I will praise the 
Name of the Lorp most high.

LORD, our Governor, how excellent is 
thy Name in all the world; thou that hast 
set thy glory above the heavens !

3 For I will consider thy heavens, even the 
works of thy fingers; the moon and the stars 
which thou hast ordained.

10 And they that know thy Name will put | 
their trust in thee; for thou, Lorp, hast never 
failed them that seek thee. 

11 O praise the Lorp which dwelleth in Sion; | 
show the people of his doings. 

12 For when he maketh inquisition for blood, 
he remembereth them, and forgetteth not the 
complaint of the poor. 

13 Have mercy upon me, O Lorn; consider 
the trouble which I suffer of them that hate me, 
tl.ou that liftest me up from the gates of death ; 

14 That I may show all thy praises within 
the ports of the daughter of Sion: I will rejoice 
in thy salvation. 

15 The heathen are sunk down in the pit 
that they made ; in the same net which they hid 
privily is their foot taken. 

16 The Lorp is known to execute judgment ; 
the ungodly is trapped in the work of his own 
hands. 

17. The wicked shall be turned into hell, and 
all the people that forget God. 

18 For the poor shall not alway be forgotten ; 
the patient abiding of the meek shall not perish 
for ever. 

19 Up, Lorn, and let not man have the upper 
hand; let the heathen be judged in thy sight. | 

20 Put them in fear, O Lorn, that the heathen 
{ may know themselves to be but men. | 
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~Psatm 10. Ut quid, Domine ? 


HY standest thou so far off, O Lorn, and 
hidest thy face in the needful time of 
trouble ? 

2 The ungodly, for his own lust, doth perse- 
cute the poor: let them be taken in the crafty 
wiliness that they have imagined. 

3 For the ungodly hath made boast of his 
own heart’s desire, and speaketh good of the 
covetous, whom Gop abhorreth. 

4 The ungodly is so proud, that he careth not 
for God, neither 1s God in all his thoughts. 

5 His ways are alway grievous; thy judg- 
ments are far above out of his sight, and there- 
fore defieth he all his enemies. 

6 For he hath said in his heart, Tush! I shall 
never be cast down, there shall no harm happen 
unto me. 

7 His mouth is full of cursing, deceit, and 
fraud; under his tongue is ungodliness and 
vanity. : 

8 He sitteth lurking in the thievish corners 
of the streets, and privily in his lurking dens 
doth he murder the innocent; his eyes are set 


| against the poor. 


9 For he lieth waiting secretly; even as a 
lion lurketh he in his den, that he may ravish 
the poor. 

10 He doth rayvish the poor, when he getteth 


11 He falleth down, and humbleth himself, 
that the congregation of the poor may fall into 
the hands of his captains. 

12 He hath said in his heart, Tush! God hath 
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| forgotten; he hideth away his face, and he will 
never see it. 

13 Arise, O Lorp God, and lift up thine 
hand ; forget not the poor. 

14 Wherefore should the wicked blaspheme 
God, while he doth say in his heart, Tush! thou 
God carest not for it ? 

15 Surely thou hast seen it; for thou behold- 
est ungodliness and wrong, 

16 ‘That thou mayest take the matter into thy 
hand: the poor committeth himself unto thee ; 
for thou art the helper of the friendiless. 

17 Break thou the power of the ungodly and 
malicious ; take away his ungodliness, and thou 
shalt find none. 

18 The Lorn is King for ever and ever, and 
the heathen are perished out of the land. 

19 Lorn, thou hast heard the desire of the 
poor; thou preparest their heart, and thine ear 
hearkeneth thereto : 

20 ‘To help the fatherless and poor unto their 
right, that the man of the earth be no more 
exalted against them. 


Psatm 11. In Domino conjido. 


i; the Lord put I my trust; how say ye then 
to my soul, that she should flee as a bird 
unto the hill? 

2 For lo, the ungodly bend their bow, and 
make ready their arrows within the quiver, that 
they may privily shoot at them which are true 
of heart. 

3 For the foundations will be cast down'; and 

; what hath the righteous done? 
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4 The Lorpis in his holy temple; the Lorp’s 
seat is in heaven. 

5 His eyes consider the poor, and his eyelids 
iry the children of men. 

6 The Lorp alloweth the righteous: but the 
ungodly, and him that delighteth in wickedness, 
doth his soul abhor. 

7 Upon the ungodly he shall rain snares, 
fire and brimstone, storm and tempest : this shall 
be their portion to drink, 

8 For the righteous Lorp loveth righteous- 
ness ; his countenance will behold the thing that 
is just.

ELP me, Lorp, for there is not one godly 
man left; for the faithful are minished 
from among the children of men.

10 They are enclosed in their own fat, and 
their mouth speaketh proud things. 

11 They le waiting in our way on every side, 
turning their eyes down to the ground ; 

12 Like asa lion that is greedy of his prey, 
and as it were a lion’s whelp lurking in secret 
places. 

13 Up, Lorn, disappoint him, and cast him 
down; deliver my soul from the ungodly, which 
11s a sword of thine ; 

14 From the men of thy hand, O Lorn, from 
the men I say, and from the evil world; which 
have their portion in this life, whose bellies thou 
fillest with thy hid treasure. 

15 They have children at their desire, and 
leave the rest of their substance for their babes.

13 The Lorp also thundered out of heaven, 
and the Highest gave his thunder; hailstones 
and coals of fire. 

14 He sent out his arrows, and scattered 
them; he cast forth lightnings, and destroyed 
them. 

15 The springs of waters were seen, and the 
foundations of the round world were discovered 
at thy chiding, O Lorp, at the blasting of the 
breath of thy displeasure. 

16 He shall send down from on high to fetch 
me, and shall take me out of many waters. 

17 He shall deliver me from my strongest 
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enemy, and from them which hate me; for they 
| are too mighty for me. 

18 They prevented me in the day of my 
trouble ; but the Lorp was my upholder. 

19 He brought me forth also into a place of 
liberty; he brought me forth, even because he 
had a favour unto me.

29 For in thee I shall diseemfit an host of 
men, and with the help of my God I shall leap 
over the wall. 

30 The way of God is an undefiled way; the 
word of the Lorp also is tried in the fire: he is the 
defender of all them that put their trust in him.

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“31 For who is God, but the Lorn? or who 
hath any strength, except our God? 

32 It is God that girdeth me with strength of 
war, ana maketh my way perfect. 

33 He inaketh my feet like harts’ feet, and 
setteih me up on high. 

64 He teacheth mine hands to fight, and mine 
arms shall break even a bow of steel. 

35 Thou hast given me the defence of thy 
salvation ; thy right hand also shall hold me up, 
and thy loving correction shall make me great.

49 It is he that delivereth me from my cruel 
enemies, and setteth me up above mine adver- 
saries: thou shalt rid me from the wicked man. 

50 For this cause will I give thanks unto 
thee, O Lorp, among the Gentiles, and sing 
praises unto thy Name. 

51 Great prosperity giveth he unto his King, 
and showeth loving-kindness unto David, Ins 
Anointed, and unto his seed for evermore.

13 Keep thy servant also fronr presumptuous 
sins, lest they get the dominion over me; so 
shall I be undefiled, and innocent from the great 
| offence.

I have said, Thou art my God. 

17 My time is in thy hand; deliver me from 
the hand of mine enemies, and from them that 
persecute me. 

18 Show thy servant the light of thy counte- 
nance, and save me for thy mercy’s sake. 

19 Let me not be confounded, O Lorp, for I 
have called upon thee; let the ungodly be put 
to confusion, and be put to silence in the grave. 

20 Let the lying lips be put to silence, which 
eruelly, disdainfully, and despitefully speak 
against the righteous. 

21 O how plentiful is thy goodness, which 
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| thou hast Jaid up for them that fear thee, and 
that thou hast prepared for them that put their 
trust in thee, even before the sons of men! 

22 Thou shalt hide them privily by thine own 
presence from the provoking of all men: thou 
shalt keep them secretly in thy tabernacle from 
the strife of tongues. 

23 Thanks be to the Lorn; for he hath showed 
me marvellous great kindness in a strong city. 

24 And when I made haste, I said, I am cast 
out of the sight of thine eyes. 

25 Nevertheless, thou heardest the voice of 
my prayer, when I cried unto thee. 

26 O love the Lorp, all ye his saints; for the 
Lorp preserveth them that are faithful, and 
plenteously rewardeth the proud doer. 

27 Be strong, and he shall establish your 
heart, all ye that put your trust in the Lorp.

-8 Thou art a place to hide me in; thou shalt 
preserve me from trouble; thou shalt compass 
me about with songs of deliverance. 

9 I will inform thee, and teach thee in the way 
wherein thou shalt go; and I will guide thee 
with mine eye. 

10 Be ye not like to horse and mule, which 
have no understanding ; whose mouths must be 
held with bit and bridle, lest they fall upon thee. 

11 Great plagues remain for the ungodly; but 
whoso putteth his trust in the Lorp, mercy 
embraceth him on every side. 

12 Be glad, O ye righteous, and rejoice in the 
Lorp ; and be joyful, all ye that are true of 
heart.

8 Let all the earth fear the Lorn: stand 
in awe of him, all ye that dwell in the 
world. ; 

9 For he spake, and it was done; he com- 
manded, and it stood fast. 

10 The Lorp bringeth the counsel of the hea- 
then to nought, and maketh the devices of the 
people to be of none effect, and casteth out the 
counsels of princes. 

11 The counsel of the Lorp shall endure for 
ever, and the thoughts of his heart from genera- 
tion to generation. 

12 Blessed are the people whose God is. the 
Lord Jenovan ; and blessed are the folk that he 
hath chosen to him, to be his inheritance. 

13 The Lorp looked down from heaven, and 
beheld all the children of men; from the habita- 
tion of his dwelling, he considereth all them that 
dwell on the earth. 

14 He fashioneth all the hearts of them, and 
understandeth all their works. 

15 There is no king that can be saved by the 
multitude of an host; neither is any mighty man 
delivered by much strength. 

16 A horse is counted but. a vain thing to 
save a man; neither shall he deliver any man by 
his great strength. 

17. Behold, the eye of the Lorp is upon them 
that fear him, and upon them that put their trust 
in his mercy ; in: 
| 18 To deliver their soul from death, and to 
[ feed them in the time of dearth. : P 
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19 Our soul hath patiently tarried for the 
Lorp; for he is our help and our shield. 

20 For our heart shall rejoice in him; because 
we have hoped in his holy Name. 

21 Let thy merciful kindness, O Lorn, be 
upon us, like as we do put our trust in thee. 


Psatm 34. Benedicam Domino. 


| WILL alway give thanks unto the Lorp ; his 
praise shall ever be in my mouth. 

2 My soul shall make her boast in the Lorn; 
the humble shall hear thereof, and be glad. 

3 O praise the Lorp with me, and let us 
magnify his Name together. 

4 I sought the Lorp,and he heard me; yea, 
he delivered me out of all my fear. 

5 They had an eye unto him, and were light- 
ened ; and their faces were not ashamed.

13 Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips, 
that they speak no guile. 
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14 Eschew evil, and do good; seek peace, 
and ensue it. 

15 The eyes of the Lorp are over the right- 

.eous, and his ears are open unto their prayers. 

16 ‘The countenance of the Lorp is against 
them that do evil, to root out the remembrance 
of them from the earth. 

17 The righteous cry, and the Lorp heareth 
them, and delivereth them out of all their trou- 
bles. 

18 The Lorpis nigh unto them that are of a 
contrite heart, and will save such as be of an 
humble spirit. 

19 Great are the troubles of the righteous ; 
but the Lorpdelivereth him out of all. 

20 He keepeth all his bones, so that not one 
of them is broken.

7 For they have privily laid their net to de- 
stroy me without a cause; yea, even without a 
cause have they made a pit for my soul. 

8 Let a sudden destruction come upon him 
unawares, and his net that he hath laid privily 
catch himself; that he may fall into his own 
mischief. 

9 And my soul, be joyful in the Lorp; it 
shall rejoice in his salvation. 

10 All my bones shall say, Lorn, who is like 
| unto thee, who deliverest the poor from him that 
is too strong for him; yea, the poor, and him 
that is in misery, from him that spoileth him ? 

11 False witnesses did rise up: they laid to 
my charge things that I knew not. 

12 They rewarded me evil for good, to the 
great discomfort of my soul. 

13 Nevertheless, when they were sick, I put 
on sackcloth, and humbled my soul with fasting ; 
and my prayer shall turn into mine own bosom. 

14 I behaved myself as though it had been 
my friend or my brother; I went heavily, as one 
that mourneth for his mother. 

15 Bat in mine adversity they rejoiced, and 
gathered themselves together; yea, the very | 
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abjects came together against me unawares, 
making mouths at me, and ceased not. 

16 With the flatterers were busy mockers, 
who gnashed upon me with their teeth. 

17 Lord, how long wilt thou look upon this ? 
O deliver my soul from the calamities which 


| they bring on me, and my darling from the lions. 


18 So will I give thee thanks in the great 
congregation; I will praise thee among much 
people. 

19 O let not them that are mine enemies 


| triumph over me ungodly; neither let them 


wink with their eyes, that hate me without a 
cause. 

20 And why? their communing is not for 
peace; but they imagine deceitful words against 
them that are quiet in the land. 

21 They gaped upon me with their mouths, 
and said, Fie on thee! fie on thee! we saw it 
with our eyes.

26 Let them be put to confusion and sianke 
together, that rejoice at my trouble; let them be 
clothed with rebuke and dishonour, that boast 


| themselves against ine. 
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| . 27 Let them be glad and rejoice, that favour 
my righteous dealing ; yea, let them say alway, 
Blessed be the Lorp, who hath pleasure in the 


prosperity of his servant. 

28 And as for my tongue, it shall be talking 
of thy righteousness, and of thy praise, all the 
day long.

-Y heart showeth me the wickedness of the 
ungodly, that there is no fear of God 
before his eyes. 

2 For he flattereth himself in his own sight, 
until his abominable sin be found out. 

3 The words of his mouth are unrighteous 
; and full of deceit: he hath left off to behave 
himself wisely, and to do good. 

4 He imagineth mischief upon his bed, and 
hath set himself in no good way; neither doth 
he abhor any thing that is evil. 

5 ‘Thy mercy, O Lorn, reacheth unto the hea- 
vens, and thy faithfulness unto the clouds. 

6 Thy righteousness standeth like the strong 
mountains: thy judgments are like the great 
deep. 

'7 Thou, Lorp, shalt save both man and 
beast: how excellent is thy mercy, O God! and 
the children of men shall put their trust under 
the shadow of thy wings. 

8 They shall be satisfied with the plenteous- 
ness of thy house; and thou shalt give them 
drink of thy pleasures, as out of the river. 

9 For with thee is the well of life; and in 
thy light shall we see light. 

10 O continue forth thy loving-kindness unto 
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them that know thee, and thy mghteousness unto 
them that art true of heart. 

11 O let not the foot of pride come against 
me; and let not the hand of the ungodly cast 
me down. 

12 There are they fallen, all that work wick- 
edness ; they are cast down, and shall not be 
able to stand.

eee not thyself because of the ungodly ; nei- 
ther be thou envious against the evil doers: 

2 For they shall soon be cut down like the 
grass, and be withered even as the green herb. 

3 Put thou thy trust in the Lorp, and be 
doing good ; dwell in the land, and verily thou 
shalt be fed. 

4 Delight thou in the Lorp, and he shall 
give thee “thy heart’s desire. 

5 Commit thy way unto the Lorp, and put 
thy trust in him, and he shall bring it to pass. 

6 He shall make thy righteousness as clear 
as the light, and thy just dealing as the noon- 
day.

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| 10 Yet a little while, and the ungodly shall 
be clean gone: thou shalt look after his place, 
and he shall be away. 

11 But the meek-spirited shall possess the 
earth, and shall be refreshed in the multitude of 


peace. 

12 The ungodly seeketh counsel against the 
just, and enasheth upon him with his teeth. 

13 The Lord shall laugh him to scorn; for 
he hath seen that his day is coming. 

14 The ungodly have drawn out the sword, 
and have bent their bow, to cast down the poor 
and needy, and to slay such as are of a night 
conversation. 

15 Their sword shall go through their own 
heart, and their bow shall be broken. 

16 A small thing that the righteous hath, is 
better than great riches of the ungodly ; 

17 For the arms of the ungodly shall be bro- 
ken, and the Lorn upholdeth the righteous. 

18 The Lorn knoweth the days of the godly ; 
and their inheritance shall endure for ever. 

19 They shall not be confounded in the peri- 
lous time; and in the days of dearth they shall 
have enough. 

20 As for the ungodly, they shall perish, and 
the enemies of the Lorn shall consume as the fat 
of lambs: yea, even as the smoke shall they 
consume away. 

21 The ungodly borroweth, and payeth not 
again; but the nghteous is merciful and libe- 
ral. 

22 Such as are blessed of God, shall possess 
the land ; and they that are cursed of him, shall 
be rooted out. 
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23 The Lorp ordereth a good man’s’ going, 
and maketh his way acceptable to himself. 

24 Though he fall, he shall not be cast 
away; for the Lorp upholdeth him’ with his 
hand. 

25 I have been young, and now am old ;and 
yet saw I never the righteous forsaken, nor his 
seed begging their bread. 

26 The righteous is ever merciful, and lend- 
eth; and his seed is blessed. ; 

27 Flee from evil, and do the thing that is 
good ; and dwell for evermore. 

28 For the Lorp loveth the thing that is 
right; he forsaketh not his that be godly, but 
they are preserved for ever. 

29 ‘The unrighteous shall be punished ; as for 
the seed of the ungodly, it shall be rooted 
out. 

30 The righteous shall inherit the land, and 
dwell therein for ever. 

31 The mouth of the righteous is exercised 
in wisdom, and his tongue will be talking of 
judement. 

32 The law of his God is in his heart, and 
his goings shall not slide. 

33 The ungodly seeth the righteous, and 
seeketh occasion to slay him. 

34 The Lorn will not leave him in his hand, 
nor condemn him when he is judged. 

35 Hope thou in the Lorp,and keep his way, 
and he shall promote thee, that thou shalt pos- 
sess the land: when the ungodly shall perish, 
thou shalt see it. \e 
| 36 I myself have seen the ungodly in great 
| power, and flourishing like a green bay-tree. 
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37 I went by, and lo, he was gone: I sought 
him, but his place could nowhere be found. 

38 Keep imnocency, and take heed unto the 
thing that is right; for that shall bring a man 
peace at the last. 

39 As for the transgressors, they shall perish 
together; and the end of the ungodly is, they 
shall be rooted out at the last. 

40 But the salvation of the nghteous cometh 
of the Lorp,who is also their strength in the time 
of trouble. 

41 And the Lorp shall stand by them, and 
save them: he shall deliver them from the un- 
godly, and shall save them, because they put 
their trust in him.

afar off. 

12 They also that sought after my life laid | 
snares for me ; and they that went about to do me | 
evil talked of wickedness, and imagined deceit 
all the day long. 

13 As for me, I was like a deaf man, and 
heard not; and as one that 1s dumb, who doth 
not open his mouth. 

14 I became even as a man that heareth not, 

| and in whose mouth are no reproofs. 

15 For in thee, O Lorn, have I put my trust ; 
thou shalt answer for me, O Lord, my God. 

16 I have required that they, even mine ene- } 
mies, should not triumph over me; for when my | 
foot slipt, they rejoiced greatly against me. 

17 And I truly am set in the plague, and my 
heaviness is ever in my sight. 

18 For I will confess my wickedness, and be 
sorry for my sin. 

19 But mine enemies live, and are mighty ; 
and they that hate me wrongfully are many in 
number. 

20 They also that reward evil for good. are 
against me; because I follow ‘the thing that 

| | good is.

21, Forsake me not, O Lorp,my God; be not 
thou far from me. 

22 Haste thee to help me, O Lord, God of 
my salvation.

| Geers I will take heed to my ways, that I 


offend not in my tongue. 

2 I will keep my mouth as it were witha 
bridle, while the ungodly is in my sight. 

3 I held my tongue, and spake nothing: I 
kept silence, yea, even from good words; but it 
was pain and grief to me. 

4 My heart was hot within me: and while I 
was thus musing the fire kindled, and at the last 
I spake with my tongue: 

5 Lorp, let me know my end, and the number 
of my days;that I may be certified how long I 
have to live. 

6 Behold, thou hast made my days as it were 
a span long, and mine age is even as nothing in 
respect of thee; and verily every man living is 
altogether vanity. 

7 For man walketh in a vain shadow, and 
disquieteth himself in vain; he heapeth up 
riches, and cannot tell who shall gather them. 

8 And now, Lord, what is my hope? ‘Truly 
my hope is even in thee. 

9 Deliver me from all mine offences; and 
make me nota rebuke unto the foolish. 

10. I became dumb, and opened not my 
mouth; for it was thy doing. 

11. Take thy plague away from me: I am 
even. consumed by the means of thy heavy 
hand. 
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12 When thou with rebukes dost chasten 
man for sin, thou makest his beauty to consume 
away, like as it were a moth fretting a garment: 
every man therefore is but vanity. 

13 Hear my prayer, O Lorp, and with thine 
ears consider my calling; hold not thy peace at 
my tears : 

14 For I am a stranger with thee, and a 
sojourner, as all my fathers were. 

15 O spare me a little, that 1 may recover my 
strength, before I go hence, and be no more 
seen.

11 I have declared thy righteousness in the 
great congregation: lo, I will not refrain my lips, 
O Lorn, and that thou knowest. 

12 I have not hid thy righteousness within 
my heart; my talk hath been of thy truth, and 
of thy salvation. 

13 I have not kept back thy loving mercy 
and truth from the great congregation. 

14 Withdraw not thou thy mercy from me, O 
Lorp; let thy loving-kindness and thy truth 
alway preserve me. 

15 For innumerable troubles are come about 
me; my sins have taken such hold upon me, 
that I am not able to look up; yea, they are 
more in number than the hairs of my head, and 
my heart hath failed me. 

16 O Lorp, let it be thy pleasure to deliver 
me; make haste, O Lorp, to help me. 

17 Let them be ashamed, and confounded 

| together, that seek after my soul to destroy it; 
let them be driven backward, and put to rebuke, 
that wish me evil. | 

18 Let them be desolate, and rewarded with |

6 They go to and fro in the evening, they grin 
like a dog, and run about through the city. 

7 Behold, they speak with their mouth, and 
swords are in their lips; for who doth hear? 

8 But thou, O Lorp, shalt have them in de- 
rision, and thou shalt laugh all the heathen to 

| scorn, 
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9 My strength will I ascribe unto thee; for 
thou art the God of my refuge. 

10 God showeth me his goodness plenteously ; 
and God shall let me see my desire upon mine 
enemies. 

11 Slay them not, lest my people forget it; 
but scatter them abroad among the people, and 
put them down, O Lord, our defence. 

12 For the sin of their mouth, and for the 


_| words of their lips, they shall be taken in their 


pride: and why? their preaching is of cursing 
and lies. 

13 Consume them in thy wrath, consume 
them, that they may perish; and know that it is 
God that ruleth in Jacob, and unto the ends of 
the world. 

14 And in the evening they will return, grin 
like a dog, and will go about the city.

10 Thy congregation shall dwell therein ; for 
thou, O God, hast of thy goodness prepared for 
the poor. 

11 The Lord gave the word; great was the 
company of the preachers. 

12 Kings with their armies did flee, and were 
discomfited, and they of the household divided 
the spoil. 

13 Though ye have lain among the pots, yet 
shall ye be as the wings of a dove that is covered 
with silver wings, and her feathers like gold. 

14 When the Almighty scattered kings for 
their sake, then were they as white as snow in 
Salmon. 

15 As the hill of Basan, so is God’s hill; even 
an high hill, as the hill of Basan. 

16 “Why hop ye so, ye high hills? this is 
God’s hill, in the which it pleaseth him to dwell;

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11 Tush, say they, how should God perceive 
it? is there knowledge in the Most High? 

12 Lo, these are the ungodly, these prosper 
in the world, and these have riches in posses- 
son: and I said, Then have I cleansed my heart 
in vain, and washed mine hands in innocency. 

13 All the day long have I been punished, 
and chastened every morning. 

14 Yea, and I had almost said even as they ; 
but lo, then I should have condemned the gene- 
ration of thy children. 

15 Then thought I to understand this; but it 
was too hard for me. 

16 Until I went into the sanctuary of God: 
then understood I the end of these men. 

17 Namely, how thou dost set them in slip- 
pery places, and castest them down, and destroy- 
est them. 

18 O how suddenly do they consume, perish, 
and come to a fearful end! 

19 Yea, even like as a dream when one 
awaketh; so shalt thou make their image to 
vanish out of the city. 

20 Thus my heart was grieved, and it went 
even through my reins. 

21 So foolish was I, and ignorant, even as it 
were a beast before thee. 

22 Nevertheless, I am alway by thee; for thou 
hast holden me by my right hand. 

23 Thou shalt guide me with thy counsel, and 
after that receive me with gory. 

24 Whom have I in heaven but thee? and 
there is none upon earth that I desire in com- 
rison of thee. ; 

25 My flesh and my heart faileth; but God is 
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the strength of my heart, and my portion for 
ever. 

26 For lo, they that forsake thee shall perish ; 
thou hast destroyed all them that commit forni- 
eation against thee. 

27 But it-is good for me to hold me fast by 
God, to put my trust in the Lord Gop, and to- 
speak of all thy works in the gates of the 
daughter of Sion. 


Psatm 74. Ut quid, Deus? 


GOD, wherefore art thou absent from us so 
long? why is thy wrath so hot against the 
sheep of thy pasture ? 

2 O think upon thy congregation, whom thou 
hast purchased, and redeemed of old. 

3 Think upon the tribe of thine mheritance, 
and Mount Sion, wherein thou hast dwelt. 

4 Lift up thy feet, that thou mayest utterly 
destroy every enemy, which hath done evil in 
thy sanctuary. 

5 Thine adversaries roar in the midst of thy 
congregations, and set up their banners for 
tokens. 

6 He that hewed timber afore out of the thick 
trees, was known to bring it to an excellent 
work. 

7 But now they break down all the carved 
work thereof with axes and hammers. 

8 They have set fire upon thy holy places, 
and have defiled the dwelling-place of thy Name, 
even unto the ground. 

9 Yea, they said in their hearts, Let us make 
havoc of them altogether: thus have they burnt 
{UP all the houses of God in the land. 
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10 We see not our tokens; there is not one 
prophet more; no, not one is there among us, 
that understandeth any more. 

11 O God, how long shall the adversary do 
this dishonour ? how long shall the enemy blas- 
pheme thy Name ? for ever ? 

12 Why withdrawest thou thy hand? why 
pluckest thou not thy right hand out of thy 
bosom to consume the enemy ? 

13 For God is my King of old; the help that 
is done upon earth, he doeth it himself. 

14 Thou didst divide the sea through thy 
power; thou breakest the heads of the dragons 
in the waters. 

15 Thou smotest the heads of Leviathan in 
pieces, and gavest him to be meat for the people 
in the wilderness. 

16 Thou broughtest out fountains and waters 
out of the hard rocks; thou driedst up mighty 
waters. 

17 The day is thine, and the night is. thine ; 
thou hast prepared the light and the sun. 

18 Thou hast set all the borders of the earth ; 
thou hast made summer and. winter. 

19 Remember this, O Lorp, how the enemy 
hath rebuked ; and how the foolish people hath 
blasphemed thy Name. 

20 O deliver not the soul of thy turtle-dove 
unto the multitude of the enemies; and forget 

| not the congregation of the poor for ever. 
| 21 Look upon the covenant ; for all the earth 
is full of darkness, and cruel habitations. 

22 O let not the simple go away ashamed ; 
but let the poor and needy give praise unto thy 

| Name. 
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23 Arise, O God, maintain thine own cause ; 
remember how the foolish man blasphemeth thee 
daily. 

24 Forget not the voice of thine enemies: 
the presumption of them that hate thee in- 
creaseth ever more and more.

10 And I said, It is mine own infirmity ; but 
I will remember the years of the right hand of 
the Most Highest. 

11 I will remember the works of the Lorn, 
and call to mind.thy wonders of old time. 

12 I will think also of all thy works, and my 
talking shall be of thy doings. 

13. Thy way, O God, is holy: who is so 
great a God as our God ? 

14 Thou art the God that doest wonders, 
and hast declared thy power among the people. 

15 Thou hast mightily. delivered thy people, 
even the sons of Jacob and Joseph.

19 Thy way is in the sea, and thy paths in 
the great waters, and thy footsteps are not known. 

20 ‘Thou leddest thy people like sheep, by the 
hand of Moses and Aaron.

H™ my law, O my people; incline your 
ears unto the words of my mouth. 

2 I will open my mouth in a parable; I will 
declare hard sentences of old; 

3 Which we have heard and known, and 
such as our fathers have told us; 

4 That we should not hide them from the 
children of the generations to come; but to show 
the honour of the Lorp, his mighty and wonder- 
ful works that he hath done. 

5 He made a covenant with Jacob, and gave 
Israel a law, which he commanded our fore- 
fathers to teach their children ; 

6 That their posterity might know it, and the 
children which were yet unborn ; 

7 To the intent that when they came up, they 
might show their children the same ; 

8 ‘That they might put their trust in God; and 
not to forget the works of God, but to keep his 
commandments ; 

9 And not to be as their forefathers, a faithless 
and stubborn generation; a generation that set | 
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22 When the Lorp heard this, he was wroth ; 


not their heart aright, and whose spirit cleaveth 


| not steadfastly unto God ; 


10 Like as the children of Ephraim ; who 
being harnessed, and carrying bows, turned 
themselves back in the day of battle. 

11 They kept not the covenant of God, and 
would not walk in his law; 

12 But forgat what he had done, and the 
wonderful works that he had showed for them. 

13 Marvellous things did he in the sight of 
our forefathers, in the land of Egypt, even in the 
field of Zoan. 

14 He divided the sea, and let them go 
through; he made the waters to stand on an 
heap. 

15 In the daytime also he led them with a 
cloud, and all the night through with a light of 
fire. 

16 He clave the hard rocks in the wilderness, 
and gave them drink thereof, as it had been out 
of the great depth. 

17 He brought waters. out of the stony rock, 
so that it gushed out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this they sinned more against 
him, and provoked the Most Highest in the 
wilderness. 

19 They tempted. God in their hearts, and 
required meat for their lust. 

20 They spake against God also, saying, Shall 
God prepare a table in the wilderness? 

21 He smote the stony rock indeed, that. the 
water gushed out, and the streams flowed withal ; 
but can he give bread also, or provide flesh for 
his people ? 
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so the fire was kindled in Jacob, and there came 
up heavy displeasure against Israel ; 

23 Because they believed not in God, and put 
not their trust in his help. 

24 So he commanded the clouds above, and 
opened the doors of heaven. 

25 He rained down manna also upon them for 
to eat, and gave them food from heaven. 

26 So man did eat angels’ food ; for he sént 
them meat enough. 

27 He ‘caused the east wind to blow under 
heaven; and through his power he brought’ in 
the south-west wind. 

28 He rained flesh upon them as thick as dust, 
and feathered fowls like as the sand of the sea. 

29 He let it fall among their tents, even round 
about their habitation. 

30 So they did eat and were well filled; for 
he gave them their own desire: they were not 
disappoimted of their lust. 

31 But while the meat was yet in their 
mouths, the heavy wrath of God came upon 
them, and slew the wealthiest of them; yea, 
and smote down the chosen men that were in 
Israel. 

32 But for all this, they sinned yet more, and 
believed not his wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did he consume in 
vanity, and their years in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, they sought him, and 
turned them early, and inquired after God. 

35 And they remembered that God was their 
strength, and that the high God was their re- 
deemer. 

36! ‘Nevertheless, they did but flatter him with j 
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their mouth, and dissembled with him in their 
tongue. 

37 For their heart was not whole with him, 
neither continued they steadfast in his covenant. 

38 But he was so merciful, that he forgave 
their misdeeds, and destroyed them not. 

39 Yea, many a time turned he his wrath 
away, and would not suffer his whole displea- 
sure to arise. 

40 For he considered that they were but flesh, 
and that they were even a wind. that passeth 
away, and cometh not again. 

41 Many a time did they provoke him in the 
wilderness, and grieved him in the desert. 

42 They turned back, and tempted God, and 
moved the Holy One in Israel. 

43 They thought not of his hand, and of the 
day when he delivered them from the hand of 
the enemy. 

44 How he had wrought his miracles in 
Egypt, and his wonders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters into blood, so that 
they might not drink of the rivers. 

46 He sent lice among them, and devoured 
them up, and frogs to destroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit unto the caterpillar, 
and their labour unto the grasshopper. 

48 He destroyed their vines with hailstones, 
and their mulberry-trees with the frost. 

49 He smote their cattle also with hailstones, 
and their flocks with hot thunderbolts. 

50 He cast upon them the furiousness of his 
wrath, anger, displeasure, and trouble: and sent 
evil angels among them. 

ol He made a way to his indignation, and 
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spared not their soul from death ; but gave their 
life over to the pestilence ; 

52 And smote all the first-born in Egypt, the 
most principal and mightiest in the dwellings of 
Ham. 

53 But as for his own people, he led them 
forth like sheep, and carried them in the wilder- 
ness like a flock. 

54 He brought them out safely, that they 
should not fear, and overwhelmed their enemies 
with the sea. 

55 And brought them within the borders of 
his sanctuary, even to his mountain, which he 
purchased with his right hand. 

56 He cast out the heathen also before them, 
caused their land to be divided among them for 
an heritage, and made the tribes of Israel to 
dwell in their tents. 

57 So they tempted and displeased the most 
high God, and kept not his testimonies, 

58 But tumed their backs, and fell away like 
their forefathers ; starting aside hke a broken 
bow. 

59 For they grieved him with their hill-altars, 
and provoked, him to displeasure with their 
images. 

60 When God heard this, he was wroth, and 
took sore displeasure at Israel ; 

61°So'that he forsook:the: tabernacle in Silo, 
even the tent that he had pitched among 
men. 

62 He delivered their power into. captivity, 
and their beauty into the enemy’s hand. 

63 He gave his people over also unto matt 


sword, and was wroth with his inheritance. 
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64 The fire consumed their young men, and 
: their maidens were not given to marriage. 

65 Their priests were slain with-the sword, 
and there were no widows to make lamentation. 

66 So the Lord awaked as one out of sleep, 
and like a giant refreshed with wine. 

67 He smote his enemies in, the hinder parts, 
and put them to a perpetual shame. 

68 He refused the tabernacle of Joseph, and 
chose not the tribe of Ephraim; 

69 But chose the tribe of Judah, even the 
hill of Sion, which he loved. 

70 And there he built his temple on high, and 
laid the foundation of it like the ground which 
he hath made continually. 

71 He chose David also his servant, and took 
him away from the sheepfolds : 

72 As he was following the ewes great with 
young ones he took him, that he might feed 
Jacob his people, and Israel his inheritance. 

73 So he fed them with a faithful and true 
heart, and ruled them prudently with all his 
power.

8 O remember not our old sins, but have 
mercy upon us, and that soon; for we are come 
to great misery. 

9 Help us, O God of our salvation, for the 
glory of thy Name: O deliver us, and be merci- 
ful unto our sins, for thy Name’s sake. 

10 Wherefore do the heathen say, Where is 
now their God ? 

11 O let the vengeance of thy servants’ blood 
that is shed, be openly showed upon the heathen, 
in our sight. 

12 OQ let the sorrowful sighing of the prison- 
ers come before thee ; according to the greatness 
of thy power, preserve thou those that are ap- 
pointed to die. 

13 And for the blasphemy wherewith our 
neighbours have blasphemed thee, reward thou 
them, O Lord, seven-fold into their bosom. 

14 So we, that are thy people, and sheep of 
thy pasture, shall give thee thanks for ever, and 
will alway be showing forth thy praise from 
: generation to generation.

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1S ees O thou Shepherd of Israel, thou that 
leadest Joseph like a sheep; show thyself

2 Before Ephraim, Benjamin, and Manasses, 
stir up thy strength, and come and help us. 

3 Turn us again, O God; show the light of | 
thy countenance, and we shall be whole. 

4 O Lorn God of hosts, how long wilt thou be 
angry with thy people that prayeth ? 

5 Thou feedest them with the bread of tears, 
and givest them plenteousness of tears to drink. 

6 Thou hast made us a very strife unto our 
neighbours, and our enemies laugh us to scorn. 

7 Tur us again, thou God of hosts; show 
the light of thy countenance, and we shall be 
whole. 

8 Thou hast brought a vine out of Egypt; 
thou hast cast out the heathen, and planted it. 

9 Thou madest room for it; and when it had 
taken root, it filled the land. 

10 The hills were covered with the shadow 
of it, and the boughs thereof were like the

12 Why hast thou then broken down her

3 For my days are consumed away like smoke, 
and my bones are burnt up as it were a fire-brand. 

4 My heart is smitten down, and withered like 
grass; so that I forget to eat my bread. 

5 For the voice of my groaning, my bones 
will scarce cleave to my flesh. 

6 Lam become like a pelican in the wilder- 
ness, and like an owl that is in the desert. 

7 [have watched, and am even as it were a 
sparrow, that sitteth alone upon the house-top. 

8 Mine enemies revile me all the day long; 
and they that are mad upon me are sworn toge- 
ther against me. 

9 For I have eaten ashes as it were bread, 
and mingled my drink with weeping; 

10 And that, because of thine indignation 
and wrath; for thou hast taken me up, and cast 
me down. 

11 My days are gone like a shadow, and I 
am withered like grass. 
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! 
| 
| 12 But thou, O Lorp, shalt endure for ever, 
| and thy remembrance throughout all generations. 
| 13 Thou shalt arise, and have mercy upon 
Sion ; for it is time that thou have mercy upon 
| her, ‘yea, the time is come. 

14 And why? thy servants think upon her 
| stones, and it pitieth them to see her in the 

' dust. 

15 The heathen shall fear thy Name, O Lorn; 
| and all the kings of the earth thy Majesty. 

16 When the Lorp shall build up Sion, and 
| when his glory shall appear ; 

17 When he turneth him unto the prayer of 
the poor destitute, and despiseth not their desire. 

18 This shall be written for those that come 
after, and the people which shall be born shall 
praise the Lorp. 

19 For he hath looked down from his sanc- 
tuary; out of the heaven did the Lorp behold 
the earth ; 

20 That he might hear the mourning of such 
as are in captivity, and deliver the children ap- 
pointed unto death ; 

21 That they may declare the Name of the 
Lorp in Sion, and his worship at Jerusalem ; 

22 When the people are gathered together, 
and the kingdoms also, to serve the Lorp. 

23 He brought down my strength in my jour- 
ney, and shortened my days. 

24 But I said, O my God, take me not away 
in the midst of mine age; as for thy years, they 
endure throughout all generations, 

25 Thou, Lord, in the beginning hast laid the 
i foundation of the earth, and the heavens are the 
| work of thy hands. 
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26 They shall perish, but thou shalt endure: 
they all shall wax old as doth a garment ; 

27 And as a vesture sbalt thou change them, 
and they shall be changed; but thou art the 
same, and thy years shall not fail. 

28 The children of thy servants shall con- 

| tinue, and their seed shall stand fast in thy sight.

PRS the Lorp,O my soul; and all that 
is within me, praise his holy Name. 
2 Praise the Lorn, O my soul, and forget not 
all his benefits : 
3 Who forgiveth all thy sin, and healeth all 
thine infirmities ; 
4 Who saveth thy life from destruction, and 
crowneth thee with mercy and loving-kindness ; 
5 Who satisfieth thy mouth with good things, 
making thee young and lusty as an eagle. 
6 The Lorp executeth righteousness and judg- 
ment for all them that are oppressed with wrong. 
7 He showed his ways unto Moses, his works 
| | unto the children of Israel. 
8 The Lorpis full of compassion and mercy,

» 13 Yea, like as a father pitieth his own child 
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ren; even so isthe Lorp merciful unto them that 
fear him. 

14 For he knoweth whereof we are made ; 
he remembereth that we are but dust. 

15 The days of man are but as grass; for 
he flourisheth:as a flower of the field. 


16 For as soon as the wind goeth over it, it |. 


is gone; and the place thereof shall know it 
no more. 

17 But the merciful goodness of the Lorp 
endureth for ever and ever upon them that fear 
him; and his righteousness upon children’s 
children ; 

18 Even upon such as keep his covenant, 
and think upon his commandments, to do them. 

19 The Lory hath prepared his seat in hea- 
ven, and his kingdom ruleth over all. 

20 O praise the Lorp, ye angels of his, ye 
that excel in strength; ye that fulfil his com- 
mandment, and hearken unto the voice of his 
words. 

21 O praise the Lorp, all ye his hosts; ye 
servants of his that do his pleasure. 

22 O speak good of the Lorp, all ye works 
of his, in all places of his dominion: praise 
thou the Lorn, O my soul.

God, thou art become exceeding glorious; 
thou art clothed with majesty and honour. 
2 Thou deckest thyself with light as it were 


with a garment, and spreadest out the heavens 


like a curtain. 
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3 Who layeth the beams of his chambers in 
the waters, and maketh the clouds his chariot, 
and walketh upon the wings of the wind. 

4 He maketh his angels spirits, and his minis- 
ters a flaming fire. 

5 He laid the foundations of the earth, that it 
never should move at any time. 

6 Thou coveredst it with the deep like as with 
a garment; the waters stand in the hills. 

7 At thy rebuke they flee ; at the voice of thy 
thunder they are afraid. 

8 ‘They go up as high as the hills, and down 
to the valleys beneath; even unto the place 
which thou hast appointed for them. 

9 Thou hast set them their bounds, which 
they shall not pass, neither turn again to cover 
the earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs into the rivers, 
which run among the hills. 

11 All the beasts of the field drink thereof, 
and the wild asses quench their thirst. 

12 Beside them shall the fowls of the air 
have their habitation, and sing among the 
branches. 

13 He watereth the hills from above; the 
earth is filled with the fruit of thy works. 

14 He bringeth forth grass for the cattle, and 

reen herb for the service of men; 

15 That he may bring food out of the earth, 
and wine that maketh glad the heart of man ; 
and oil to make him a cheerful countenance, and 
bread to strengthen man’s heart. 

16 The trees of the Lorpalso are full of sap ; | 
even the cedars of Libanus which he hath 
| planted ; | 
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17 Wherein the birds make their nests; and 
the fir-trees are a dwelling for the stork. 

18 The high hills are a refuge for the wild 
goats; and so are the stony rocks for the conies. 

19 He appointed the moon for certain seasons, 
and the sun knoweth his going down. 

20 Thou makest darkness that it may be | 
night; wherein all the beasts of the forest do 
move. 

21 The lions, roaring after their prey, do seek 
their meat from God. 

22 The sun ariseth, and they get them away 
together, and lay them down in their dens. 

23 Man goeth forth to his work, and to his 
labour, until the evening. 

24 O Lorp, how manifold are thy works! in 
wisdom hast thou made them all; the earth is 
full of thy riches. 

25 So is the great and wide sea also; wherein 
are things creeping innumerable, both small and 
great beasts. 

26 There go the ships, and there is that Levia- 
than, whom thou hast made. to take his pastime 
therein. 

27. These wait all upon thee, that thou mayest 

ive them meat in due season. 

28 When thou givest it them, they gather it ; 
and when thou openest thy hand, they are filled 
with good. 

29 When thou hidest thy face, they are trou- 
bled: when thou takest away their breath, they 
die, and are turned again to their dust. 

30 When thou lettest thy breath go forth, they 
shall be made; and thou shalt renew the face of 
| the earth. 
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31 The glorious Majesty of the Lorp shall 
endure for ever; the Lorn shall rejoice in his 
works. 

32, The earth shall tremble at the look of him; 
if he do but touch the hills, they shall smoke. 

33 I will sing unto the Lorp as long as I live; 
I will praise my God while I have my being; 

34 And so shall my words please him: my 
joy shall be in the Lorp. 

35 As for sinners, they shall be consumed out 
of the earth, and the ungodly shall come to an 
end. Praise thou the Lorp, O my soul, Praise 
the Lorp.

MORNING PRAYER. 


Psatm 105. Conjitemini Domino. 


O GIVE thanks unto the Lorn, and call upon 
his Name ; tell the people what things he 
hath done. 

2 O let your songs be of him, and praise him; 
and let your talking be of all his wondrous 
works. 

3 Rejoice in his holy Name ; let the heart of 
them rejoice, that seek the Lorn. 

4 Seek the Lorp and his strength; seek his 
face evermore. 

5 Remember the marvellous works that he 
hath done; his wonders, and the judgments of 
his mouth ; 

6 O ye seed of Abraham his servant, ye 
children of Jacob his chosen. 

7 He is the Lorp our God ; his judgments are ! 
in all the world. | 
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8 He hath been alway mindful of his covenant 
and promise, that he made to a thousand genera- 
tions ; 

9 Even the covenant that he made with Abra- 
ham ; and the oath that he sware unto Isaac ; 

10 And appointed the same unto Jacob for a 
law, and to Israel for an everlasting testament; 

11 Saying, Unto thee will I give the land of | 
Canaan, the lot of your inheritance: 

12 When there were yet but a few of them, 
and they strangers in the land ; 

13 What time as they went from one nation to 
another, from one kingdom to another people ; 

14 He suffered no man to do them wrong, but 
reproved even kings for their sakes ; 

15 Touch not mine Anointed, and do my pro- 
phets no harm. 

16 Moreover, he called for a dearth upon the 
land, and destroyed all the provision of bread. 

17 But he had sent a man before them, even 
Joseph, who was sold to be a bond-servant ; 

18 Whose feet they hurt in the stocks; the 
iron entered into his soul ; 

19 Until the time came that his cause was 
known: the word of the Lorp tried him. 

20 The king sent, and delivered him; the 
prince of the people let him go free. 

21 He made him lord also of his house, and 
ruler of all his substance ; 

22 That he might inform his princes after his 
will, and teach his senators wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into Egypt, and Jacob 
was a stranger in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his people exceedingly, 
and made them stronger than their enemies ; 
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25 Whose heart turned so, that they hated his 
people, and dealt untruly with his servants. 

26 Then sent he Moses his servant, and Aaron 
whom he had chosen ; 

27 And these showed his tokens among them, 
and wonders in the land of Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and it was dark; and 
they were not obedient unto his word. 

29 He turned their waters into blood, and 
slew their fish. 

30 Their land brought forth frogs; yea, even 
in their kings’ chambers. 

31 He spake the word, and there came all 
manner of flies, and lice in all their quarters. 

32 He gave them hailstones for rain; and 
flames of fire in their land. 

33 He smote their vines also and fig-trees ; 
and destroyed the trees that were in their 
coasts. 

34 He spake the word, and the grasshoppers 
came, and caterpillars innumerable, and did eat 
up all the grass in their land, and devoured the 
fruit of their ground. 

35 He smote all the first-born in their land ; 
even the chief of all their strength. 

36 He brought them forth also with silver and 
gold; there was not one feeble person among 
their tribes. 

37 Egypt was glad at their departing; for 
they were afraid of them. 

38 He spread out a cloud to be a covering ; 
and fire to give light in the night-season. 

39 At their desire he brought quails; and he 
filled them with the bread of heaven. 

40 He opened the rock of stone, and the 
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waters flowed out, so that rivers ran in the dry 
places. 

41 For why? he remembered his holy pro- 
mise ; and Abraham his servant. 

42 And he brought forth his people with joy, 
and his chosen with gladness ; 

43 And gave them the lands of the hea- 
then; and they took the labours of the people in 
possession ; 

44 That they might keep his’ statutes, and 
observe his laws. 


EVENING PRAYER. 
Psatm 106. Confitemini Domino. 
GIVE thanks unto the Lorp ; for he is gra- 
cious, and his mercy endureth for ever. 

2 Who can express the noble acts of the 
Lorp, or show forth all his praise ? 

3 Blessed are they that alway keep judgment, 
and do righteousness. 

4 Remember me, O Lorp, according to the 
favour that thou bearest unto thy people; O visit 
me with thy salvation. 

5 That I may see the felicity of thy chosen, 
and rejoice in the gladness of thy people, and 
give thanks with thine inheritance. 

6 We have sinned with our fathers ; we have 
done amiss, and dealt wickedly. 

7 Our fathers regarded not thy wonders in 
Egypt, neither kept they thy great goodness in 
remembrance ; but were disobedient at.the sea, 
even at the Red Sea. 

8 Nevertheless, he helped them for his Name’s 
sake, that he might make his power to be known. 
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dried up; so he led them through the deep, as 
through a wilderness. 

10 And he saved them from the adversary’s 
hand, and delivered them from the hand of the 
enemy. 

11 As for those that troubled them, the wa- 
ters overwhelmed them ; there was not one of 
them left. 

12 Then believed they his words, and sang 
praise unto him. 

13 But within a while they forgat his works, 
and would not abide his counsel. 

14 But lust came upon them in the wilderness, 
and they tempted God in the desert. 

15 And he gave them their desire, and sent 
leanness withal into their soul. 

16 ‘They angered Moses also in the tents, 
and Aaron the saint of the Lorp. 

17 So the earth opened, and swallowed up 
Dathan, and covered the congregation of Abi- 
ram. 

~18 And the fire was kindled in their company ; 
the flame burnt up the ungodly. 

19 They made a calf in Horeb, and worship- 
ped the molten image. 

20 Thus they turned their glory into the simi- 
litude of a calf that eateth hay. 

21 And they forgat God their Saviour, who 
had done so great things in Egypt ; 

22 Wondrous works in the land of Ham ; and 
| fearful things by the Red Sea. 

23 So he said he would have destroyed them, 
had not Moses his chosen stood before him in 
the gap, to turn away his wrathful indignation, 
lest he should destroy them. 
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24 Yea, they thought scorn of that pleasant 
land, and gave no credence unto his word ; 

25 But murmured in their tents, and hear- 
kened not unto the voice of the Lorp. 

26 Then lift he up his hand against them, to 
overthrow them in the wilderness ; 

27 ‘To cast out their seed among the nations, 
and to scatter them in the lands. 

28 They joined themselves unto Baal-peor, 
and ate the offerings of the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him to anger with 
their own inventions ; and the plague was great 
among them. 

30 Then stood up Phinees, and prayed ; and 
so the plague ceased. 

31 And that was counted unto him for right- 
eousness, among all posterities for evermore, 

32 They angered him also at the waters of 
strife, so that he punished Moses for their sakes ; 

33 Because they provoked his spirit, so that 
he spake unadvisedly with his lips. 

34 Neither destroyed they the heathen, as the 
Lorp commanded them : 

35 But were mingled among the heathen, and 
learned their works. 

36 Insomuch that they worshipped their idols, 
which turned to their own. decay ; yea, they of- 
fered their sons and their daughters unto devils ; 

37 And shed innocent blood, even the blood 
of their sons and of their daughters, whom they 
offered unto the idols of Canaan ; and the land 
was defiled with blood. 

38 Thus were they stained with their own 


works, and went a whoring with baie s own in- 
: ventions. 
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39 Therefore was the wrath of the Lorp kin- 
dled against his people, insomuch that he ab- 
horred his own inheritance. 

40 And he gave them over into the hand of 
the heathen; and they that hated them were 
lords over them. 

41 ‘Their enemies oppressed them, and had 
them in subjection. 

42 Many a time did he deliver them; but 
they rebelled against him with their own inven- 
tions, and were brought down in their wickedness. 

43 Nevertheless, when he saw their adversity, 
he heard their complaint. 

44, He thought upon his covenant, and pitied 
them, according unto the multitude of his mer- 
cies; yea, he made all those that led them away 
captive to pity them, 

45 Deliver us, O Lorp our God, and gather 
us from among the heathen; that we may give 
thanks unto thy holy Name, and make our boast 
of thy praise. 

46 Blessed be the Lorn God of Israel, from 
everlasting, and world without end ; and let all 
the people say, Amen. 


THE TWENTY-SECOND DAY 
MORNING PRAYER. 
Psatm 107. Confitenwni Domino. 
GIVE thanks unto the Lorn ; for he is gra- 
cious, and his mercy endureth for ever. 

2 Let them give thanks, whom the Lorp hath 
redeemed, and delivered from the hand of the 
enemy ; 

3 And gathered them out of the lands, from 
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| the east, and from the west; from the north, and 
from the south. 

4 They went astray in the wilderness out of 
the way, and found no city to dwell in. 

5 Hungry and thirsty, their soul fainted in 
them. 

6 So they cried unto the Lorpin their trouble, 
and he delivered them from their distress. 

7 He led them forth by the right way, that- 
they might go to the city where they dwelt. 

8 O that men would therefore praise the Lorp 
for his goodness ; and declare the wonders that 
he doeth for the children of men! 

9 For he satisfieth the empty soul, and filleth 
the hungry soul with goodness. 

10 Such as sit in darkness, and in the shadow 
of death, being fast bound in misery and iron ; 

11 Because they rebelled against the words 
of the Lord, and lightly regarded the counsel 
of the Most Highest: 

12 He also brought down their heart through 
heaviness: they fell down, and there was none 
to help them. 

13 So when they cried unto the Lorp in their 
trouble, he delivered them out of their distress. 

14 For he brought them out of darkness, and 
out of the shadow of death, and brake their 
bonds in sunder. 

15 O that men would therefore praise the 
Lorp for his goodness ; and declare the wonders 
that he doeth for the children of men! 

16 For he hath broken the gates of brass, and 
smitten the bars of iron in sunder. 

17 Foolish men are plagued for their offence, 


and because of their wickedness. 
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18 Their soul abhorred all manner of meat, 
and they were even hard at death’s door. 

19 So when they cried unto the Lorp in 
their trouble, he delivered them out of their 
distress, 

20 He sent his word, and healed them; and 
they were saved from their destruction. 

21 O that men would therefore praise the 
Lord for his goodness; and declare the wonders 
that he doeth for the children of men! 

22 That they would offer unto him the sacri- 
fice of thanksgiving, and tell out his works with 
gladness ! 

23 They that go down to the sea in ships, 
and occupy their business in great waters ; 

24 These men see the works of the Lorp, and 
| his wonders in the deep. 

25 For at his word the stormy wind ariseth, 
which lifteth up the waves thereof. 

26 They are carried up to the heaven, and 
down again to the deep; their soul melteth away 
because of the trouble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stagger like a 
drunken man, and are at their wit’s end. 

28 So when they cry unto the Lorp in their 
trouble, he delivereth them out of their distress. 

29 For he maketh the storm to cease, so that 
the waves thereof are still. 

30 Then are they glad, because they are at 
rest; and so he bringeth them unto the haven 

where they would be. 

31 O that men would therefore praise the 
Lorp for his goodness; and declare the wonders 
that he doeth for the children of men! 

; 32 That they would exalt him also in the con- 
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gregation of the people, and praise him in the 
seat of the elders! 

33 Who turneth the floods into a wilderness, 
and drieth up the water springs. 

34 A fruitful land maketh he barren, for the 
wickedness of them that dwell therein. 

35 Again he maketh the wildemess a standing 
water, and water-springs of a dry ground. 

36 And there he setteth the hungry, that they 
may build them a city to dwell in; 

37 That they may sow their land, and plant 
vineyards, to yield them fruits of increase. 

38 He blesseth them, so that they multiply 
exceedingly ; and suffereth not their cattle to 
decrease. 

39 And again, when they are minished and 
brought low through oppression, through any 
plague or trouble ; 

40 Though he suffer them to he evil-entreated 
through tyrants, and let them wander out of the 
way in the wilderness ; 

41 Yet helpeth he the poor out of misery, and 
maketh him households like a flock of sheep. 

42 The righteous will consider this, and _re- 
joice ; and the mouth of all wickedness shall be 
stopped. 

43 Whoso is wise, will ponder these things ; 
and they shall understand the loving-kindness of 
the Lorn. 


EVENING PRAYER. 
Psarm 108. Paratum cor meum. 
QO GOD, my heart is ready, my heart is ready ; 
I will sing, and give praise with the best 
member that I have. 
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2 Awake, thou lute and harp; I myself will 
awake right early. 

3 I will give thanks unto thee, O Lorp, among 
the people; I will sing praises unto thee among 
the nations. 

4 For thy mercy is greater than the heavens, 
and thy truth reacheth unto the clouds. 

5 Set up thyself, O God, above the heavens, 
and thy glory above all the earth; 

6 That thy beloved may be delivered: let thy 
right hand save them, and hear thou me. 

7 God hath spoken in his holiness; I will 
rejoice therefore, and divide Sichem, and mete 
out the valley of Succoth. 

8 Gilead is mine, and Manasses is mine; 
Ephraim also is the strength of my head ; 

9 Judah is my lawgiver; Moab is my wash- 
pot; over Edom will I cast out my shoe; upon 
Philistia will I triumph. 

10 Who will lead me into the strong city? 
and who will bring me into Edom? 

11 Hast not thou forsaken us, O God? and 
wilt not thou, O God, go forth with our 
hosts ? 

12 O help us against the enemy: for vain is 
the help of man. 

13 Through God we shall do great acts; and 
it is he that shall tread down our enemies. 


Psatm 109. Deus laudum. 
H°2 not thy tongue, O God of my praise ; 
for the mouth of the ungodly, yea, the 
mouth of the deceitful is opened upon me. 
2 And they have spoken against me with false 
tongues; they compassed me about also with 
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words of hatred, and fought against me without 
a cause. 

3 For the love that I had unto them, lo, they 
| take now my contrary part; but I give myself 
| unto prayer. 

4 ‘Thus have they rewarded me evil for good, 
and hatred for my good will. 

5 Set thou an ungodly man to be ruler over 
him, and let Satan stand at his right hand. 

6 When sentence is given upon him, let him 
be condemned ; and let his prayer be turned into 
sin. 

7 Let his days be few; and let another take 
his office. 

8 Let his children be fatherless, and his wife 
a widow. 

9 Let his children be vagabonds, and beg 
their bread; let them seek it also out of desolate 
places. 

10 Let the extortioner consume all that he 
hath ; and let the stranger spoil his labour. 

11 Let there be no man to pity him, nor to 
have compassion upon his fatherless children. 

12 Let his posterity be destroyed; and in the 
next generation let his name be clean put out. 

13 Let the wickedness of his fathers be had 
in remembrance in the sight of the Lorn ; and let 
not the sin of his mother be done away. 

14 Let them alway be before the Lord, that 
he may root out the memorial of them from off 
the earth ; 

15 And that, because nis mind was not to do 
good; but persecuted the poor helpless man, that 
he might slay him that was vexed at the heart. | 
16 His delight was in cursing, and it ‘shall 
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| happen unto him; he loved not blessing, there- 
fore shall it be far from him. 

17 He clothed himself with cursing like as 
with a raiment, and it shall come into his bowels 
like water, and like oil into his bones. 

18 Let it be unto him as the cloak that he 
hath upon him, and as the girdle that he is 
always girded withal. 

19 Let it thus happen from the Lorp unto 
mine enemies, and to those that speak evil 
against my soul. 

20 But deal thou with me, O Lorp God, 
according unto thy Name; for sweet is thy 
mercy. 

21 O deliver me, for I am helpless and poor, 
and my heart is wounded within me. 

22 1 go hence like the shadow that departeth, 
and am driven away as the grasshopper. 

23 My knees are weak through fasting ; my 
flesh is dried up for want of fatness. 

24 I became also a reproach unto them: they 
that looked upon me shaked their heads. 

25 Help me, O Lorp my God; O save me 
according to thy mercy. 

26 And they shall know how that this is thy 
hand, and that thou, Lorp, hast done it. 

27 Though they curse, yet bless thou ; and let 
them be confounded that rise up against me ; but 
let thy servant rejoice. 

28 Let mine adversaries be clothed with 
shame; and let them cover themselves with 
their own confusion, as with a cloak. 

29 As for me, I will give great thanks unto | 
the Lorp with my exons, and praise Lim gorges 
| the multitude ; ; 
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30 For he shall stand at the right hand of the 
poor, to save his soul from unrighteous judges. | ;

HERE is but one living and true God, ever- 
lasting, without body, parts, or passions ; of 
infinite power, wisdom, and goodness; the Maker, 
and Preserver of all things both visible and invisi- 
ble. And in unity of this Godhead, there be three 
Persons, of one substance, power, and eternity; 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 


Arr, I, Of the Word, or Son of God, which 
was made very Man, 


HE Son, which is the Word of the Father, be« 
gotten from everlasting of the Father, the 
very and eternal God, of one substance with the 
Father, took man’s nature in the womb of the 
blessed Virgin, of her substance : so that two whole 
and perfect Natures, that is to say, the Godhead and 
Manhood, were joined together in one Person, 
never to be divided, whereof is one Christ, very 
God, and very Man; who truly suffered, was cruci- 
fied, dead, and buried, to reconcile his Father to 
us, and to be a sacrifice, not only for original guilt, 
but also for actual sins of men. 


Aur. IIL. Of the going down of Christ into Hell. 


S Christ died for us, and was buried; so also 
is itto be believed, that he went down into 
Hell. 
Art. IV. Of the Resurrection of Christ. 
"sr did truly rise again from death, and 
! took again his body, with flesh, bones, and 
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all things appertaining to the perfection of Man’s 
nature, wherewith he ascended into Heaven, and 
there sitteth, until he return to judge all Men at the 
last day. 


Arr. V. . Of the Holy Ghost. : 


as Holy Ghost, proceeding from the Father 

and the Son, is of one substance, majesty, 
and glory, with the Father and the Son, very and 
eternal God. 


Arr. VI. Of the Sufficiency of the Holy Serip- 
tures for Salvation. 


AOU. Scripture containeth all things necessary 

to salvation: so that whatsoever is not read 
therein, nor may be proved thereby, is not to be 
required of any man, that it should be believed as 
anarticle of the Faith, or be thought requisite or neces- 
sary to salvation. In the name of the Holy Scrip- 
ture we do understand those canonical books of the 
Old and New Testament, of whose authority was 
never any doubt in the Church.

Arr. VII. Of the Old Testament. 


és Sess Old Testament is not contrary to the New: 
. for both in the Old and New Testament 
everlasting life is offered to Mankind by Christ, 
who is the only Mediator between God and Man, 
being both God and Man. Wherefore they are 
not to be heard, which feign that the old fathers 
did look only for transitory promises. Although 
the Law given from God by Moses, as touching 
Ceremonies and Rites, donot bind Christian men, 
nor the Civil precepts thereof ought of necessity to 
be received in any commonwealth; yet, notwith- 
standing, no Christian man whatsoever is free from 
the obedience of the Commandments which are 
cailed moral. 


Arr. VII. Of the Creeds. 


HE WNicene Creed, and that which is com- 

monly called the posiles’ Creed, ought 

thoroughly to be received and believed: for they 
may be proved by most certain warrants of Holy 
Scripture. ane 
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Arr. IX. Of Original or Birth-Sin. 


RIGINAL sin standeth not in the following of 
Adam, (as the Pelagians do vainly talk ;) 
but it is the fault and corruption of the Nature of 
every man, that naturally is engendered of the off- 
spring of Adam, whereby man is very far gone 
from original righteousness, and is of his own 
nature inclined to evil, so that the flesh lusteth 
always contrary to the Spirit; and therefore in 
every person born into this world, it deserveth 
God’s wrath and damnation. And this infection 
of nature doth remain, yea, in them that are re- 
generated; whereby the lust of the flesh, called in 
Greek, ppdvjua sapxds,(which some do expound the 
wisdom, some sensuality, some the affection, 
some the desire of the flesh,) is not subject to the 
Law of God. And although there is no condemna- 
tion for them that believe and are baptized; yet the 
Apostle doth confess, that concupiscence and lust 
hath of itself the nature of sin. 


Arr. X. Of Free-Will. 


HE condition of man after the fall of Adam is 
such, that he cannot turn and prepare him- 
self, by his own natural strength and good works, 
to faith, and calling upon God. Wherefore we have 
no power to do good works pleasant and_accepta- 
ble to God, without the grace of God by Christ 
preventing us, that we may have a good will, and 
working with us, when we have that good will. 


Arr. XI, Of the Justification of Man. 


E are accounted righteous before God, only 

_ for the merit of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 

Christ by Faith, and not for our own works or de- 
servings. Wherefore, that we are justified by 
Faith only, is a most wholesome Doctrir e, and very 
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full of comfort, as more largely is expressed in the 
Homily of Justification. 


Arr. XII. Of Good Works. 


LBEIT that Good Works, which are the fruits 

of Faith, and follow after Justification, cannot 

put @way our sins, and endure the severity of 
God’s judement ; yet are they pleasing and accept- 
able to God in Christ, and do spring out necessarily 
of a true and lively Faith;insomuch that by them a 
lively Faith may be as evidently known as a tree 

. discerned by the fruit. 


Arr. XII. Of Works before Justification. 


ORIKSS done before the grace of Christ, and 

the inspiration of his Spirit, are not plea- 

sant to God, forasmuch as they spring not of faith 

in Jesus Christ; neither do they make men meet 

to receive grace, or (as the School-authors say) de- 

serve grace of congruity: yea rather, for that they 

are not done as God hath willed and commanded 

them to be done, we doubt not but they have the 
nature of sin. 


Arr. XIV. Of Works of Supererogation. 


OLUNTARY Works besides, over and above, 
God’s Commandments, which they call 
Works of Supererogation, cannot be taught without 
arrogancy and impiety: for by them men do de- 
clare, that they do not only render unto God as 
much as they are bound to do, but that they do 
more for his sake,than of bounden duty is required : 
whereas Christ saith plainly, When ye have done 
allthatarecommanded to you, say, We are unpro- 
fitable servants. 


Arr. XV. Of Christ alone without Sin. 


{HRIST in the truth of our nature was made 
like unto us in all things, sin only except, 
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from which he was clearly void, both in his flesh, 
and in his spirit. Hecame to be a Lamb without 
spot, who by sacrifice of himself once made, should 
take away the sins of the world; and sin (as St. 
John saith) was not in him. But all we the rest, 
although baptized, and born again in Christ, yet 
offend in many things; and if we say we have no. 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not 
in us. 


Arr. XVI. Of Sin after Baptism. 


OT every deadly sin willingly committed 
after Baptism, is sin against the Holy Ghost, 
and unpardonable. Wherefore the grant of re- 
pentance is not to be denied to such as fall into sin 
after Baptism. After we have received the Holy 
Ghost, we may depart from grace given, and fall 
into sin, and by the grace of God we may arise 
again, and amend our lives. And therefore they 
are to be condemned, which say, they can no more 
sin as long as they live here, or deny the place of 
forgiveness to such as truly repent. 


Arr. XVII. Of Predestination and Election. 


REDESTINATION to Life is the everlasting 
purpose of God, whereby (before the founda- 

tions of the world were laid) he hath constantly 
decreed by his counsel secret to us, to deliver from 
curse and damnation those whom he hath chosen 
in Christ out of mankind, and to bring them by 
Christ to everlasting salvation, as vessels made to 
honour. Wherefore, they which be endued with | 
-so excellent a benefit of God, be called according 
to God’s purpose by his Spirit working in due 
season: they through Grace obey the calling: they 
be justified freely: they be made sons of God by 
adoption: they be made like the image of his only 
begotten Son Jesus Christ: they wal religiously |

in good works, and at length by God’s mercy,they 
attain to everlasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of Predestination, and 
our Election in Christ, is full of sweet, pleasant, and 
unspeakable comfort to godly persons, and such as 
feel in themselves the working of the Spirit of 
Christ, mortifying the works of the flesh,and their 
earthly members, and drawing up their mind to 
high and heavenly things, as well because it doth 
greatly establish and confirm their faith of eternal 

| Salvation to be enjoyed through Christ, as because 
it doth fervently kindle their love towards God: So, 
for curious and carnal persons, lacking the Spirit 
of Christ, to have continually before their eyes the 
sentence of God’s Predestination, is a most danger- 
ous downfall, whereby the Devil doth thrust them 
either into desperation, or into wretchlessness of 
most unclean living, no less perilous than despe- 
ration. 

Furthermore, we must receive God’s promises 
in such wise,as they be generally set forth to us in 
Holy Scripture : and,in our doings, that Willof God 
is to be followed, which we have expressly declared 
unto us in the Word of God. 


Arr. XVII. Of obtaining eternal Salvation only 
by the Name of Christ. 


HEY are also to be had accursed that pre- 

sume to say,That every man shall be saved 

by the Law or Sect which he professeth, so that he 

be diligent to frame his life according to that Law, 

and the light of Nature. For Holy Scripture doth 

set out unto us only the Name of Jesus Christ, 
whereby men must be saved. 


Art. XIX. Of the Church. 


| 
HE visible Church of Christ is a congregation 
of faithful men, in the which the pure Word 
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of God is preached, and the Sacraments be duly 
ministered according to Christ’s ordinance, in. all 
those things that of necessity are, requisite to the 
same. 

As the Church of Hierwsalem, Alexandria, and 
Antioch, have erred; so also the Church of Rome 
hath erred, not only in their living and manner of 
Ceremonies, but also in matters of Faith. 


Arr. XX. Of the Authority of the Church. 
HE Church hath power to decree Rites or 
Ceremonies, and authority in Controversies 
of Faith: and yet it is not lawful for the Church to 
ordain any thing that is contrary to God’s Word 
written, neither may it so expound one place of 
Scripture, that it be repugnant to another. Where- 
fore, although the Church be a witness and a 
keeper of Holy Writ, yet, as it ought not to decree 
any thing against the same, so besides the same 
ought it not to enforce any thing to be believed for 
necessity of Salvation. 


Arr. XXI. Of the Authority of General Coun- 

cils.* 
Art, XXII. Of Purgatory. 

HE Romish Doctrine concerning Purgatory, 

Pardons, Worshipping, and Adoration, as well 

of Images asof Relics, and also Invocation of Saiuts, 

is a fond thing,vainly invented, and grounded upon 

no warranty of Scripture, but rather repugnant to 

the Word of God. 

Arr. XXIII. Of Ministering in the Congre- 
gation. 

T is not Jawful for any man to take upon him the 

office of public preaching, or ministering the 


* The twenty-first of the former articles is omitted, be¢ause 
it is partly of a local and civil nature, and is provided for, as to 
the remaining parts of it, in other Articles, 
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Sacraments in the Congregation, before he be law- 
fully called, and sent to execute the same. And 
those we ought to judge lawfully called and sent, 
which be chosen and called to this work by men 
who have public authority given unto them in the 
Congregation, to call and send Ministers into the 
Lord’s vineyard. 


Arr. XXIV. Of Speaking in the Congregation in 
such a Tongue as the people understandeth. 


ie is a thing plainly repugnant to the Word of 
God, and the custom of the Primitive Church, 
to have public Prayer in the Church, or to minister 
the Sacraments, in a tongue not understanded of the 
people. 
Art. XXV. Of the Sacraments. 


Saat Eaiineglce ob ordained of Christ be not only 

badges or tokens of Christian men’s profes- 
sion, but rather they be certain sure witnesses, and 
effectual signs of grace,and God’s good will towards 
us, by the which he doth work invisibly in us, and 
doth not only quicken, but also strengthen and con- 
firm our Faith in him. 

There are twoSacraments ordained of Christ our 
Lord in the Gospel, that is to say, Baptism, and the 
Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called Sacraments, that is 
to say, Confirmation, Penance, Orders, Matrimony, 
and Extreme Unction, are not to be counted for 
sacraments of the Gospel, being such as have 
grown partly of the corrupt following of the Apos- 
tles, partly are states of life allowed by the Scrip- 
tures; but yet have not like nature of Sacraments 
with Baptism and the Lord’s Supper, for that they 
have not any visible sign or ceremony ordained of 


1 God. 


SS 


| The sacraments were not ordained of Christ to 
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be gazed upon, or to be carried about, but that we | 
should duly use them. And in such only as 
worthily receive the same, they have a wholesome 
effect or operation: but they that receive them un- 


worthily, purchase to themselves damnation, as St. 
Paul saith. 


Arr. XXVI. Of the unworthiness of Ministers, 
which hinders not the effect of the Sacraments. 


LTHOUGH in the visible church the evil be 
ever mingled with the good, and sometimes 
the evil have chief authority in the Ministration of 
the Wordand Sacraments, yet forasmuch as they 
do not the same in their own name, but in Christ’s, 
and do minister by his commission and authority, 
we may use their ministry, both in hearing the 
Word of God, and in receiving the Sacraments. 
Neither is the effect of Christ’s ordinance taken 
away by their wickedness, nor the grace of God’s 
gifts diminished from such as by faith, and rightly, 
do receive the Sacraments ministered unto them ; 
which be effectual, because of Christ’s institution 
and promise, although they be ministered by evil 
men. 

Nevertheless, it appertaineth to the discipline of 
the Church, that inquiry be made of evil Ministers, 
and that they be accused by those that have know- 
ledge of their offences; and finally, being found 
guilty, by just judgment be deposed. 


Arr. XXVII. Of Baptism. 


olen 1s not only a sign of profession, and 
mark of difference, whereby Christian men 

are discerned from others that be not christened, | 

but it is also a signof Regeneration,or New-Birth, \ 

whereby, as by an instrument, they that receive 

| baptusm rightly are grafted into the Church; the 
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promises of the forgiveness of sin, and of our adop- 
tion.to be the sons of God by the Holy Ghost, are 
visibly signed and sealed; Faith is confirmed, and 
Grace mcreased by virtue of prayer unto God. 
The baptism of youngChildren 1s in any wise to be 
retained in the Church, as most agreeable with the 
institution of Christ. 


Arr. XXVIII. Of the Lord’s Supper. 


ft Supper of the Lord is not only a sign of 
the love that Christians ought to have among 
themselves one to another; but rather it is aSacra- 
ment of ourRedemption by Christ’s death: inso- 
much that to such as rightly, worthily, and with 
ee receive the same, the Bread which we break 
a partaking of the Body of Christ; and likewise 
fhe Cup of Blessing is a partaking of the Blood of 
Christ. 

Transubstantiation (or the change of the sub- 
stance of Bread and Wine) in the “Supper of the 
Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ; but is 
repugnant to the plain words of Scripture, over- 
throweth the nature of aSacrament, and hath given 
occasion to many superstitions. 

The Body of Christ is given, taken, and eaten,in 
the Supper, only after an heavenly and spiritual 
manner. And the mean whereby the Body of 
Christ is received and eaten in the Supper,is Faith. 

The sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was not by 
Christ’s ordinance reserved, carried about, lifted 
up, or worshipped. 


Arr. XXIX. Of the Wicked, which eat not of the 
Body of Christ in the use of the Lord’s Supper. 


i hai: Wicked, and such as be void of a lively: 

faith, although they do carnally and visibly 
press with their teeth (as St. Augustine saith) the 
Sacrament of the Body and Blood of hae yet | 
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in no wise are they partakers of Christ; but rather, 
to their condemnation, do eat and drink the sign or 
Sacrament of so great a thing. — 


Arr. XXX. Of both Kinds. 


HE Cup of the Lord is not to be denied to the 
Lay-people: for both parts of the Lord’s 
Sacrament, by Christ’s ordinance and command-- 
ment, ought to be ministered to all Christian men 
aliie. 


Arr. XXXI. Of the one Oblation of Christ fin- | 
ished upon the Cross. 


c] Peas offering of Christ once made is that per- 

fect redemption, propitiation, and satisfaction, 
for all the sins of the whole world, both original 
and actual; and there is none other satisfaction for 
sin, but that alone. Wherefore the sacrifices of 
Masses, in which it was commonly said, that the 
Priest did offer Christ for the quick and the dead, 
to have remission of pain or guilt, were blasphe- 
mous fables, and dangerous deceits. 


Arr. XXXII. Of the Murriage of Priests. 


ISHOPS, Priests, and Deacons, are not com- 
manded by God’s Law, either to vow the | 
estate of single life, or to abstain from marriage : 
therefore it is lawful for them, as for all other 
Christian men, to marry at their own discretion, as 
they shall judge the same to serve better to godli- 
ness. 
Arr. XXXIII. Of excommunicate Persons, how | 
they are to be avoided. 


HAT person which by open denunciation of 
the Church is rightly cut off from the unity 


of the Church, and excommunicated, ought to be 
taken of the whole multitude of the faithful, as an 
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Heathen and Publican, until he be openly reconciled | 
|by penance, and received into the Church by a 
Judge that hath authority thereunto. 


Art. XXXIV. Of the Traditions of the Church. 


i is not necessary that Traditions and Ceremonies 

be in all places one, or utterly like ; for at all 
times they have been divers, and may be changed 
according to the diversity of countries, times, and. 
men’s manners, so that nothing be ordained against 
God’s Word. Whosoever, through his private 
judgment, willingly and purposely, doth openly 
break the Traditions andCeremonies of the Church, 
which be not repugnant tothe Word of God, and be 
ordained and approved by common authority, ought 
to be rebuked openly,(that other may fear to do the 
like,)as he that offendeth against the common order 
of the Church, and hurteth the authority of the 
Magistrate, and woundeth the consciences of the 
weak brethren. 

Every particular or national Church hath author- 
ity to ordain, change, and abolish, Ceremonies, or 
Rites of the Church ordained only by man’s author- 
ity, so that all things be done to edifying.

THE PREFACE. 


T is evident unto all men, diligently reading Holy Scripture 
and ancient Authors, that from the Apostles’ time there 
have been these Orders of Ministers in Christ’s Church,— 
Bishops, Priests, and Deacons. Which Offices were ever- 
more had in such reverend Kstimation, that no man might 
presume to execute any of them, except he were first called, 
tried, examined, and known to have such qualities as are re- 
quisile for the same; and also by public Prayer, with Imposi- 
tion of Hands, were approved and admitted thereunto by 
lawful Authority, And therefore, to the intent that these 
Orders may be continued, and reverently used and esteem- 
ed in this Church, no man shall be accounted or taken to 
be a lawful Bishop, Priest, or Deacon, in this Church, or 
suffered to execute any of the said Functions, except he be 
called, tried, examined, and admitted thereunto, according 
to the Form hereafter following, or hath had Episcopal Con- 
secration or Ordination. 4 
And none shall be admitted a Deacon, Priest, or Bishop, ex- | 
cept he be of the age which the Canon in that case provided 
may require. 
| And the Bishop, knowing, either by himself, or by sufficient 
testimony, any Person to be a man of virtuous conversation — 


and without crime ; and, after examination and trial, finding 
him sufficiently instructed in the Holy Scripture, and other. |. 
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| wise learned as the Canons require, may, at the times ap- 

pointed, or else, on urgent occasion, upon some other day, 

in the face of the Church, admit him a Deacon, in such 
manner and form as followeth.

To him the porter 
openeth, and the sheep hear his voice; and he call- 
eth his own sheep by name, and leadeth them out.

And a stranger will they 
not follow, but will flee from him; for they know 
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said Jesus unto them again, Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, I am the door of the sheep.

as are or shall be committed to your charge, 
unto that agreement in the faith and knowledge 
of God, and to that ripeness and perfectness of 
age in Christ, that there be no place left among 
you, either for error in religion, or for viciousness 
in life.
